I  get  so  mad  when  I  hear  or  read 
about  people  who  say  it  never  hap- 
pened. Here's  my  story: 

A  lieutenant  and  I  were  riding  in  a 
jeep.  The  lieutenant  told  me  we  were 
going  to  crash  the  gates  of  Dachau. 
About  20  miles  from  there,  I  smelled 
something  that  made  me  sick.  The 
lieutenant  said  it  was  Dachau,  and 
they  were  still  burning  the  bodies. 

When  we  got  to  Dachau,  there  were 
over  1 ,000  bodies  piled  up  on  flat  cars 
along  the  banks  of  the  railroad  tracks. 
That's  when  I  first  threw  up.  The  gates 
were  closed,  so  we  got  a  tank  to  push 
the  fence  down.  Hundreds  of  living 
corpses  were  laying  on  boards  they 
used  for  beds.  One  of  them  who 
weighed  about  65  pounds  tried  to  hug 
me,  but  we  were  told  not  to  touch 
them  because  they  might  have  dis- 
eases. So  I  turned  away  and  started  to 
cry. 

I  got  sick  again  when  we  went  to 
the  still-burning  ovens  and  saw  the 
heads  and  feet  sticking  out  of  them. 
Then  we  went  to  the  Buchenwald 


camp,  but  by  then  I  could  take  it  a  lit- 
tle better,  although  I  still  cried.  I  even 
have  tears  in  my  eyes  writing  this.

The  authors  reply:  About  Marc  J. 
Cohen's  comment:  Arno  J.  Mayer 
wrote  in  Why  Do  The  Heavens  Not 
Darken,  "On  August  24,  1941,  Hitler 
called  off  the  wholesale  euthanasia. 
He  could  not  afford  to  have  the  morale 
of  the  Wehrmacht  undermined  by 
doubts  about  the  fate  of  wounded  war 
heroes." 

•  Barry  C.  Fain  is  correct  that 
Roehm  was  shot  to  death  as  part  of  a 
power  struggle.  However,  Dr.  Michael 
Berenbaum,  project  director  of  the 
United  States  Holocaust  Memorial 
Museum  and  an  adjunct  professor  at 
Georgetown  University,  wrote  in  his 
book,  The  World  Must  Know:  "His 
murder,  which  was  lauded  and  offi- 
cially sanctioned,  was  a  signal  to 
intensify  the  antihomosexual  cam- 
paign.... Soon  Himmler  created  a  spe- 
cial criminal  police  force  office  to 
fight  homosexuality.  By  December 
1944,  homosexual  'intent'  was  suffi- 
cient for  criminal  prosecution." 

•  The  figure  of  6  million  Jews  and 
as  many  as  5  million  non-Jews  was 
based  on  research  by  the  United  States 
Holocaust  Memorial  Museum. 


•  To  Joe  Quade,  our  source  was  the 
United  States  Holocaust  Memorial 
Museum  and  Michael  Berenbaum's 
book,  The  World  Must  Know.  Beren- 
baum wrote:  "From  the  time  of  the 
German  invasion  of  the  Soviet  Union 
in  June  1941  to  the  end  of  World  War 
II  in  May  1945,  as  many  as  3.3  million 
Soviet  prisoners  of  war  died  at  the 
hands  of  the  Nazis  as  a  result  of  mass 
execution,  brutal  mistreatment,  inten- 
tional starvation,  and  lack  of  clothing 
and  shelter.  Most  were  killed  during 
the  first  year." 

•  The  article  stated  that  a  member 
of  the  183rd  Engineering  Combat  Bn. 
liberated  the  Buckenwald  concentra- 
tion camp  in  1945.  Although  records 
are  incomplete,  the  183rd  is  not 
among  units  officially  listed  by  the 
Army  as  having  liberated  the  camp.

HE  PHONE  rings  at  the 
offices  of  The  American 
Legion  hundreds  of  times 
each  day.  Whenever  veter- 
ans need  help,  they  call 
The  American  Legion. 
And  for  veterans,  The 
American  Legion  is  never 
a  wrong  number. 
Although  we  are  not  at  war,  news 
of  American  casualties  from  past  wars 
keeps  coming  in.  Veterans  tell  of 
unexplained  illness  and  service-con- 
nected disabilities. 

They  ask  about  VA  services  and  for 
direction  through  the  veterans'  benefit 
bureaucracy. 

The  lingering  cost  of  war  is  loud 
and  clear  if  you  listen  for  it.  And  when 
we  answer  the  calls  at  The  American 
Legion,  we  not  only  listen,  we  try  to 
help. 

On  Veterans  Day,  that's  what  we 
all  must  do  —  listen  for  the  sounds  of 
service,  which  can  be  as  saddening  as 
Taps  or  as  uplifting  as  a  Sousa  march. 
Listen  for  the  sounds  of  service,  and 
answer  the  call  for  help. 

Americans  who  don't  hear  from 
veterans  can  more  easily  let  Veterans 
Day  pass  without  a  moment  of  silence. 

After  all,  how  can  people  appreci- 
ate the  meaning  of  this  day  if  they 
can't  hear  the  calls:  voices  of  Gulf 
War  GIs  who  are  sick  and  don't  know 
why;  the  sobbing  of  families  who  have 
buried  Vietnam  veterans  who  died 
from  exposure  to  Agent  Orange;  and 
the  struggles  of  disabled  veterans  who 
are  reminded  of  their  GI  days  each 
time  they  strap  on  an  arm  or  a  leg,  or 
every  time  they  use  their  wheelchairs. 

Occasionally,  the  sounds  of  service 
are  so  tragic  that  they  are  heard  by 
everyone.  Such  was  the  case  this  year 
with  the  suicide  of  Lewis  B.  Puller  Jr., 
who  shot  and  killed  himself  after  years 
of  agony. 

As  a  Marine  in  Vietnam  in  1968, 
Puller  lost  his  legs  and  parts  of  both 
hands  when  he  stepped  on  an  enemy 
land  mine.

Puller's  story  of  struggling  to  over- 
come his  disabilities  was  chronicled  in 
his  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  1991  book, 
Fortunate  Son.  But  his  pain  was 
apparently  unbearable. 

Veterans  Day  has  meaning  because 
of  these  types  of  sacrifice  and  loss,  but 
it  represents  more  than  the  cost  of  war. 
It  honors  the  men  and  women  who 
won  us  the  peace. 

Men  and  women  like  your  parents 
and  grandparents.  We  can  never 
appreciate  them  too  much  or  tell  them 
too  many  times  how  thankful  we  are 
for  their  service.  We  can't  forget  what 
they  did  when  their  country  needed 
them. 

On  Veterans  Day,  every  American 
who  answered  the  call  to  arms  has  a 
place  in  our  thoughts. 

On  Veterans  Day,  we  celebrate 
what  veterans  gave  to  our  country  and 
we  take  time  to  remember  the  sacri- 
fices they  made. 

When  men  and  women  leave  their 
families  to  serve  in  their  country's 
armed  forces,  life  back  home  does  not 
wait  for  them.  Good  jobs  go  to  others 
and  the  distance  ends  many  relation- 


ships. And  many  never  do  return. 

Veterans  know  about  these  risks, 
and  yet  they  answer  their  country's 
call  anyway.  Veterans  Day  is  about 
honoring  those  who  made  sacrifices, 
when  called  upon,  to  serve  in  the  U.S. 
armed  forces.  Civilians  became  GIs 
and  soon  the  GIs  became  veterans.

And  when  veterans  and  their  fami- 
lies need  help  of  any  kind  —  and 
everyone  else  turns  them  away  —  they 
call  The  American  Legion. 

When  a  GI  becomes  a  veteran,  few 
things  remain  the  same.  However,  The 
American  Legion  is  always  fighting 
for  them. 

When  veterans  need  help  —  on 
Veterans  Day  or  on  any  day  —  The 
American  Legion  is  the  one  to  call.  □

Big  issues 

SHOULD  CONGRESS 
DECLARE  A  MORATORIUM 
ON  IMMIGRATION?

Helping  others  work,  or 
even  fight,  for  positive 
change  in  their  home- 
land is  a  responsibility  Americans  have 
always  accepted.  Today,  however, 
rather  than  work  with  people  to  build 
peace  and  prosperity  in  their  own  coun- 
tries, our  immigration  policies  have 
placed  the  emphasis  on  bringing  people 
to  live  in  this  country.  The  message  we  are  sending  is  that 
American  jobs,  opportunities  and  government  services  are 
available  to  the  world. 

In  years  past,  immigration  was  responsive  to  the  needs 
of  America.  Today,  we  have  an  immigration  policy  that  is 
responsive  to  the  needs  and  desires  of  people  in  other  coun- 
tries —  one  that  pays  virtually  no  heed  to  the  interests  and 
wishes  of  the  American  people. 

Consequently,  I  have  introduced  legislation  to  declare  a 
moratorium  on  immigration  to  the  United  States.  Except  for 
spouses  and  minor  children  of  U.S.  citizens  and  about 
25,000  legitimate  refugees,  there  is  no  compelling  public- 
policy  reason  to  continue  a  large-scale  immigration  that 
now  allows  nearly  a  million  and  half  people  to  settle  per- 
manently every  year.  The  costs  associated  with  these 
unprecedented  levels  of  immigration  are  truly  staggering: 

•  Between  1988  and  1992,  the  number  of  illegal  aliens 
collecting  Medi-Cal  (California's  version  of  Medicaid)  rose 
from  3,098  to  320,345  and  now  costs  the  state  $800  mil- 
lion. At  this  rate  of  growth,  the  cost  of  Medi-Cal  for  illegal 
aliens  alone  will  grow  to  $1.5  billion  by  2003. 

•  New  York  estimates  that  legal  and  illegal  immigration 
costs  that  state  $5.6  billion  annually. 

•  In  Florida,  Dade  County  estimates  that  it  spent  $24 
million  during  the  1991-1992  school  year  to  educate  new 
immigrant  students. 

But  the  burden  is  not  measured  in  dollars  and  cents 
alone.  We  are  attempting  to  absorb  new  workers  faster  than 
our  economy  can  create  jobs.  Never  mind  putting  millions 
of  unemployed  Americans  back  to  work,  in  1992  our  gov- 
ernment actually  authorized  more  new  immigrants  for 
employment  than  our  economy  created  new  jobs. 

The  first  responsibility  of  U.S.  immigration  policy  is  to 
serve  the  interests  of  the 
American  public.  In  the 
absence  of  any  clear 
national  interest  to  contin- 
ue current  policies,  a  mora- 
torium on  further  immigra- 
tion should  be  declared.  □

Clearly,  there  is  a  grow- 
ing dissatisfaction  with 
our  nation's  immigra- 
tion policy.  The  American  people  are 
demanding  reforms  that  will  restore 
order  to  a  system  they  perceive  to  be  out 
of  control.  Our  open-door  tradition  is  in 
danger  of  being  shut  down  altogether. 
I  have  introduced  legislation  to  keep 
our  doors  open  through  a  comprehensive  reform  of  our 
immigration  system.  This  legislation  would  cut  off  the 
unmanageable  flood  of  untold  millions  of  illegals  and 
reduce  the  entry  of  legal  immigrants  to  325,000  a  year, 
more  than  50  percent  less  the  current  quotas. 

I  support  our  open-door  tradition.  I  believe  the  continual 
flow  of  new  people  into  our  country  is  one  of  its  strengths. 
However,  for  most  of  our  history,  our  tradition  opened  the 
door  for  an  average  of  325,000  a  year.  I  want  to  restore  that 
traditional  level. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  assault  on  our  open- 
door  policy.  Our  porous  borders  have  overflowed  with  ille- 
gal immigrants,  placing  tremendous  burdens  on  our  envi- 
ronment, schools,  roads,  prisons,  job  markets  and  social 
programs.  America's  resources  are  being  stretched  to  the 
limit. 

The  federal  government  must  consider  how  we  are  going 
to  house  all  the  new  arrivals,  care  for  the  additional  sick, 
create  enough  new  jobs,  and  provide  the  essential  services 
each  year  required  to  sustain  new  populations  the  size  of 
major  cities  like  San  Diego  and  Atlanta. 

One-fourth  of  all  prison  inmates  are  not  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  costing  taxpayers  about  $20,000  a  year  per 
inmate.  My  Immigration  Stabilization  Act  expands  the  list 
of  felonies  requiring  exclusion  and  deportation  of  criminal 
aliens,  and  it  expedites  the  deportation  process. 

History  shows  that  uncontrolled  new  populations  exploit 
natural  resources  for  sustenance.  We  must  protect  our  water 
supplies,  parks,  lakes  and  public  lands  from  such  degrada- 
tion. 

It  is  clear  we  need  an  overhaul  of  current  immigration 
policy  that  will  honor  tradition  with  a  sense  of  responsibili- 
ty to  future  generations.  The  stability  of  our  economy  and 

the  sanctity  of  our  govern- 
ment hangs  in  the  balance. 
If  Congress  and  the  Presi- 
dent do  not  take  responsi- 
ble steps  today,  radical 
action  will  arise  in  a 
decade.  □

Tell  your  doctor  right  away  if  you  experience  any  unexplained  muscle  pain, 
tenderness,  or  weakness  at  any  time  during  treatment  with  MEVACOR,  particularly  if 
you  have  a  fever  or  if  you  are  generally  not  feeling  well,  so  your  doctor  can  decide  if 
MEVACOR  should  be  stopped. 

Muscle  Breakdown  and  Kidney  Damage: 
Rarely,  patients  taking  MEVACOR  can  develop  severe  muscle  breakdown  or  kidney 
damage.  The  risk  of  muscle  breakdown  is  greater  in  patients  taking  certain  other 
drugs  along  with  MEVACOR,  such  as  the  lipid-lowering  drug  Lipid*  (gemfibrozil),  a 
fibrate,  lipid-lowering  doses  of  nicotinic  acid  (niacin),  the  antibiotic  erythromycin, 
drugs  that  suppress  the  immune  system  (called  immunosuppressive  drugs,  such  as 
Sandimmune®  [cyclosporine]),  or  azole  derivative  antifungal  therapy  (itraconazole).  The 
risk  of  muscle  breakdown  is  also  greater  in  patients  with  kidney  problems  or  diabetes. 
Because  kidney  damage  from  severe  muscle  breakdown  has  been  seen  more 
commonly  with  the  combination  of  MEVACOR/gemfibrozil,  the  possible  benefits  of 
combined  therapy  with  MEVACOR/gemfibrozil  usually  do  not  outweigh  the  risks  of 
severe  muscle  disease,  muscle  breakdown,  or  kidney  damage.  Also,  the  combined 
use  of  MEVACOR  with  other  fibrate  drugs  should  generally  be  avoided. 
Because  there  are  risks  in  combining  therapy  with  MEVACOR  with  lipid-lowering 
doses  of  nicotinic  acid  (niacin)  or  with  drugs  that  suppress  the  immune  system,  your 
doctor  should  carefully  weigh  the  potential  benefits  and  risks.  He  or  she  should  also 
carefully  monitor  patients  for  any  muscle  pain,  tenderness,  or  weakness,  particularly 
during  the  initial  months  of  therapy  and  if  the  dose  of  either  drug  is  increased.  Your 
doctor  may  also  monitor  the  level  of  certain  muscle  enzymes,  or  of  MEVACOR,  in  your 
body,  but  there  is  no  assurance  that  such  monitoring  will  prevent  the  occurrence  of 
severe  muscle  disease. 

Because  of  a  risk  of  kidney  failure  with  muscle  breakdown  in  patients  receiving 
cyclosporine,  lovastatin  should  be  temporarily  discontinued  if  systemic  azole 
derivative  antifungal  therapy  is  required.  Patients  not  taking  cyclosporine  should  be 
carefully  monitored  if  systemic  azole  derivative  antifungal  therapy  is  required. 
If  you  have  conditions  that  can  increase  your  risk  of  muscle  breakdown,  which  in  turn 
can  cause  kidney  damage,  your  doctor  should  temporarily  withhold  or  discontinue 
MEVACOR.  Such  conditions  include  severe  infection,  low  blood  pressure,  major  surgery, 
trauma,  severe  metabolic,  endocrine,  and  electrolyte  disorders,  and  uncontrolled 
seizures.  Discuss  this  with  your  doctor  who  can  explain  these  conditions  to  you. 

Muscle  Disease  and  Enzymes: 

Temporary,  mild  elevations  in  muscle  enzymes  are  commonly  seen  in  patients  treated  with  MEVACOR. 
However,  in  certain  clinical  studies,  approximately  0.5%  of  patients  (one  in  200)  also  developed 
muscle  disease,  i.e.,  muscle  pain  or  muscle  weakness  associated  with  signiticant  elevations  in  muscle 
enzymes.  Your  doctor  should  discontinue  therapy  with  MEVACOR  if  significant  elevations  in  muscle 
enzymes  occur  or  if  muscle  disease  is  diagnosed  or  suspected. 

In  studies,  about  30%  of  patients  on  drugs  that  lower  the  immune  system  (including  cyclosporine) 
and  MEVACOR  developed  muscle  disease;  the  corresponding  percentages  for  patients  on  MEVACOR 
and  gemfibrozil  or  niacin  were  approximately  5%  and  2%  respectively. 


PRECAUTIONS: 

Before  starting  treatment  with  MEVACOR*  (Lovastatin),  try  to  lower  your  cholesterol  by  other 
methods  such  as  diet,  exercise,  and  weight  loss.  Ask  your  doctor  about  how  best  to  do  this.  Any 
other  medical  problems  that  can  cause  high  cholesterol  should  also  be  treated. 
Patients  with  the  rare  disorder  known  as  homozygous  familial  hypercholesterolemia  are  less  likely 
to  benefit  from  MEVACOR  and  more  likely  to  develop  elevated  levels  of  liver  enzymes  while  taking 
MEVACOR.  Your  doctor  can  tell  you  if  you  have  homozygous  familial  hypercholesterolemia. 
Drug  Interactions:  Because  of  possible  serious  drug  interactions,  it  is  important  to  tell  your 
doctor  what  other  drugs  you  are  taking,  including  those  obtained  without  a  prescription. 
MEVACOR  can  interact  with  immunosuppressive  drugs,  gemfibrozil,  niacin  (nicotinic  acid), 
erythromycin,  and  itraconazole.  See  WARNINGS,  Muscle. 

Some  patients  taking  MEVACOR  and  coumarin  anticoagulants  (a  type  of  blood  thinner)  such  as 
Coumadin*  (warfarin)  have  experienced  bleeding  and/or  increased  blood  clotting  time.  Patients 
taking  these  medicines  should  have  their  blood  tested  before  starting  therapy  with  MEVACOR  and 
should  continue  to  be  monitored  frequently  during  early  therapy.  Once  a  stable  clotting  has  been 
documented,  clotting  can  be  monitored  at  the  intervals  usually  recommended  for  patients  on 
coumarin  anticoagulants  alone.  If  the  dose  of  MEVACOR  is  changed,  the  same  procedure  should 
be  repeated. 

Endocrine  (Hormone)  Function:  MEVACOR  and  other  drugs  in  this  class  may  affect  the 
production  of  certain  hormones.  Caution  should  be  exercised  if  a  drug  used  to  lower  cholesterol 
levels  is  administered  to  patients  also  receiving  other  drugs  that  may  decrease  the  levels  of  activity 
of  hormones  (e.g.,  ketoconazole,  spironolactone,  cimetidine).  If  you  are  taking  other  drugs,  tell 
your  doctor. 

Central  Nervous  System  Toxicity;  Cancer,  Mutations,  Impairment  of  Fertility:  Like 
most  prescription  drugs,  MEVACOR  was  required  to  be  tested  on  animals  before  it  was  marketed 
for  human  use.  Often  these  tests  were  designed  to  achieve  higher  drug  concentrations  than 
humans  achieve  at  recommended  dosing.  In  these  tests,  some  of  the  animals  had  damage  to 
nerves  of  the  blood  vessels  in  the  central  nervous  system,  including  the  brain.  Others  developed 
certain  cancers  or  tumors  of  the  liver  or  lung.  Male  dogs  and  rats  sustained  injuries  to  their 
reproductive  systems.  Your  doctor  can  tell  you  more  about  how  drugs  are  tested  on  animals  and 
what  the  results  of  these  tests  mean  about  safety  for  you. 
Pregnancy:  Pregnant  women  should  not  take  MEVACOR  because  it  may  harm  the  fetus. 
There  have  been  rare  reports  of  birth  defects  in  humans  taking  MEVACOR,  including  a  report  of 
an  infant  born  with  birth  defects  of  the  skeleton  and  digestive  system.  Therefore,  women  of 
childbearing  age  should  not  take  MEVACOR  unless  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  they  will  become 
pregnant.  If  a  woman  does  become  pregnant  while  on  MEVACOR,  she  should  stop  taking  the  drug 
and  talk  to  her  doctor  at  once. 

The  active  ingredient  in  MEVACOR  has  been  shown  to  produce  birth  defects  in  the  skeletons  of 
mice  and  rats  given  40  times  the  human  dose  or  more.  No  such  defects  were  seen,  however,  when 
rats  were  given  eight  times  the  human  dose,  when  mice  were  given  four  times  the  human  dose,  or 
when  rabbits  were  given  three  times  the  human  dose. 

Nursing  Mothers:  Drugs  taken  by  a  nursing  woman  may  be  present  in  her  breast  milk.  Because 
of  the  potential  for  serious  adverse  reactions  in  nursing  infants,  a  woman  taking  MEVACOR 
should  not  breast-feed.  (See  WHEN  MEVACOR  SHOULD  NOT  BE  USED.) 
Pediatric  Use:  MEVACOR  is  not  recommended  for  children  or  patients  under  20  years  of  age 
because  safety  and  effectiveness  have  not  been  established. 

SIDE  EFFECTS: 

Like  all  prescription  drugs,  MEVACOR  can  cause  side  effects,  and  some  of  them  are  serious. 
Most  patients  tolerate  treatment  with  MEVACOR  well.  Side  effects  that  do  occur  are  usually  mild 
and  short-lived.  In  clinical  studies  with  MEVACOR,  less  than  5  percent  of  patients  dropped  out 
because  of  side  effects.  The  most  common  reason  was  significant  increases  in  liver  function  tests. 
Some  of  the  side  effects  that  have  been  reported  with  MEVACOR  or  related  drugs  are  listed  below. 
This  list  is  not  complete;  it  does  not  give  the  frequency  of  these  side  effects  which  varied  from 
study  to  study.  Only  your  doctor  can  weigh  the  risks  versus  the  benefits  of  any  prescription  drug 
lor  you.  If  MEVA  COR  is  prescribed  for  you,  be  sure  to  ask  your  doctor  about  side  effects  at  that 
time  and  any  time  you  think  you  may  be  having  a  side  effect. 

Digestive  System:  Constipation,  diarrhea,  upset  stomach,  gas,  stomach  pain/cramps, 
heartburn,  nausea,  acid  regurgitation,  dry  mouth,  vomiting,  hepatitis,  jaundice,  fatty  changes  in 
the  liver,  and  rarely,  severe  liver  damage  and  failure,  cirrhosis  and  liver  cancer,  loss  of  appetite, 
inflammation  of  the  pancreas. 

Muscle,  Skeleton:  Muscle  cramps,  aches,  pain,  and  weakness,  leg  pain,  shoulder  pain,  chest 
pain,  joint  pain,  muscle  breakdown.  Muscle  breakdown  can  be  severe.  See  WARNINGS,  Muscle. 
Nervous  System:  Dizziness,  headache,  insomnia,  tingling,  memory  loss,  nerve  disease,  nerve 
palsies,  anxiety,  depression,  tremor,  vertigo,  facial  paralysis. 

Skin:  Rash,  itching,  hair  loss,  lumps,  discoloration,  changes  to  hair  or  nails,  dryness  of  skin  or 
mucous  membranes.  Causal  relationship  is  unclear. 

Senses:  Blurred  vision,  altered  taste  sensation,  eye  irritation,  progression  of  cataracts,  eye 
muscle  weakness,  impairment  of  eye  movement.  , 
Hypersensitivity  (Allergic)  Reactions:  On  rare  occasions,  a  wide  variety  of  symptoms  have 
been  reported  to  occur  either  alone  or  together  in  groups  (referred  to  as  a  syndrome)  that  appeared 
to  be  based  on  allergic-type  reactions,  which  may  rarely  be  fatal.  These  have  included  one  or  more 
of  the  following  features:  a  severe  generalized  reaction  that  may  include  shortness  of  breath, 
wheezing,  digestive  symptoms,  and  low  blood  pressure  and  even  shock;  an  allergic  reaction  with 
swelling  of  the  face,  lips,  tongue  and/or  throat  with  difficulty  in  swallowing  or  breathing; 
symptoms  mimicking  lupus  (a  disorder  in  which  a  person's  immune  system  may  attack  parts  of 
his  or  her  own  body);  severe  muscle  and  blood  vessel  inflammation;  bruises;  various  disorders  of 
blood  cells  (that  could  result  in  anemia,  infection,  or  blood  clotting  problems)  or  abnormal  blood 
tests;  inflamed  or  painful  joints;  hives;  fatigue  and  weakness;  sensitivity  to  sunlight;  fever;  chills; 
flushing;  difficulty  breathing;  and  severe  skin  disorders  that  vary  from  a  rash  to  a  serious 
burn-like  shedding  of  skin  all  over  the  body,  including  mucous  membranes  such  as  the  lining  of 
the  mouth. 

Other:  Chest  pain,  edema  (swelling),  loss  of  sexual  desire,  breast  enlargement,  impotence. 
Laboratory  Tests:  Liver  (unction  test  abnormalities  including  elevated  transaminases,  alkaline 
phosphatase  and  bilirubin,  rare  reports  of  thyroid  function  abnormalities.

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Drafting  Women 

The  Family  Research  Council  is 
calling  for  congressional  hearings  into 
whether  the  expansion  of  combat  roles 
for  women  threatens  the  longstanding 
female  exemption  from  the  draft. 
According  to  retired  Army  Lt.Col. 
Robert  Maginnis,  a  policy  analyst  with 
the  council,  the  odds  are  likely  that  the 
courts  will  order  women  included  in 
any  future  draft  because  the  Clinton 
administration  has  already  opened  more 
than  200,000  positions  to  women,  cov- 
ering 80  percent  of  the  available  occu- 
pations in  the  military. 

The  Supreme  Court  ruled  in  1981 
that  because  women  were  not  eligible 
for  combat,  they  were  not  required  to 
register  with  selective  service.  Though 
women  are  still  ineligible  for  ground 
combat  assignments,  Maginnis  argues 
that  the  ending  of  most  combat  exemp- 
tions "may  force  the  court  to  eliminate 
the  last  barrier  to  drafting  women." 

Abortion  Wars 

The  Catholic  Church  has  opened 
another  front  in  the  battle  against  abor- 
tion. Having  failed  to  stop  a  National 
Institutes  of  Health  (NIH)  panel  from 
endorsing  federal  funding  of  human 
embryo  research,  the  church  is  now 
expected  to  lobby  Congress  for  hear- 
ings on  the  issue.  The  NIH  decision, 
announced  in  late  September,  came 
despite  written  protests  from  more  than 
55,000  people.  An  NIH  spokesman 
acknowledged  the  overwhelming  reli- 
gious response  against  the  research. 

Author  Suzanne  Rini,  in  material 
prepared  for  the  American  Life  League, 
fears  the  experiments  could  lead  to 
human  cloning,  genetic  engineering  of 
people,  and  the  creation  of  chimeras  — 
combinations  of  human  and  animal 
cells.  The  Michael  Fund,  a  Pittsburgh- 
based  group,  tried  to  shut  down  the 
NIH  panel  through  a  lawsuit  charging 
that  it  was  stacked  with  members  in 
favor  of  human  embryo  research  and 
therefore  in  violation  of  federal  law.

A  revolutionary  breakthrough  in 
drug-testing  technology  for  police 
could  also  be  suitable  for  wide-spread 
testing  in  the  workplace.  A  small  hand- 
held test,  developed  by  Drug  Screening

Questionable  Question 

Senators  Trent  Lott  of  Mississippi 
and  Slade  Gorton  of  Washington  are 
investigating  why  300  Marines  at  the 
Twentynine  Palms  Marine  Corps  Base, 
Calif.,  were  surveyed  if  they  could 
shoot  Americans  as  part  of  a  "non- 
traditional"  U.N.  mission.  Anti-gun 
control  groups  were  outraged  because 
the  question  concerned  U.S.  troops 
opening  fire  on  U.S.  citizens  "who 
refuse  or  resist  confiscation  of  firearms 
banned  by  the  U.S.  government."  The 
question  was  part  of  a  student  research 
project  conducted  under  the  guidance  of 
Naval  Postgraduate  School  faculty.  The 
results  are  due  in  December. 

China  Syndrome 

Still  smarting  from  the  September 
controversy  over  the  Cairo  population 
conference,  the  United  Nations  is  brac- 
ing for  another  firestorm  —  the  1995 
UN  Fourth  World  Conference  on 
Women  to  be  held  in  Beijing.  This 
time,  however,  the  Clinton  administra- 


tion may  find  itself  agreeing  with  UN 
critics.  The  problem:  Communist 
China's  one  child  per  family  policy  and 
the  mania  for  baby  boys  has  resulted  in 
widespread  abortions  of  female  fetuses 
and  even  the  murder  of  young  girls. 

Meanwhile,  New  York  Times  colum- 
nist A.  M.  Rosenthal  is  leading  a  charge 
for  a  citizen  boycott  of  Chinese  prod- 
ucts, saying  that  cutting  into  Beijing's 
$23  billion  annual  trade  surplus  with 
the  United  States  is  the  only  way  to 
press  China  into  respecting  human 
rights. 

At  the  same  time,  Rep.  Frank  Wolf 
of  Virginia  persists  in  demanding  an 
apology  from  Secretary  of  Defense 
William  Perry  for  giving  General  Xu 
Huizi,  deputy  chief  of  staff  of  the  Peo- 
ple's Liberation  Army,  "the  red  carpet 
treatment"  during  his  visit  to  the  United 
States.  Xu  was  army  deputy  chief  of 
staff  when  thousands  of  Chinese  troops 
attacked  the  demonstrators  in  Beijing's 
Tiananmen  Square  five  years  ago. 

Military  Pay 

Faced  with  growing  concern  over 
military  families  on  food  stamps,  the 
White  House  is  expected  to  endorse  the 
creation  of  a  special  panel  to  study  the 
issue  of  pay  raises  for  the  military. 

The  panel  and  study,  supported  by 
Rep.  Elton  Gallegly  of  California  and 
other  House  Republicans,  could  help 
get  the  White  House  out  from  under  its 
own  increasingly  unpopular  proposals 
to  hold  down  all  federal  salaries  at 
home  while  giving  2,500  former  Soviet 
Red  Army  officers  $25,000  housing 
vouchers  to  move  from  the  Baltics  to 
Russia.  The  panel  would  have  six 
months  to  investigate  and  offer  recom- 
mendations to  Congress. 

Voiceless  Voice 

Soviet  defector  Arkady  Shevchenko, 
the  former  Soviet  ambassador  to  the 
United  States,  opposes  cuts  in  Voice  of 
America  (VOA)  programming,  arguing 
that  the  broadcasting  agency  will  be 
desperately  needed  in  "the  likely  event 
of  a  new  coup,  revolt  or  social  explo- 
sion" in  the  former  Soviet  Union.  If 
such  an  event  occurs,  he  says,  millions 
of  Russians  will  be  denied  objective 
news,  commentary  and  analysis  about 
events  that  shape  their  lives.  The  cuts  in 
programming  and  personnel  at  VOA 
are  part  of  a  reorganization  plan  to  con- 
solidate VOA,  Radio  Free  Europe  and 
Radio  Free  Liberty.  □

of  tribute.  Supported  by  The  American 
Legion,  he  soon  won  allies  in  Con- 
gress, including  Rep.  John  T.  Myers  of 
Indiana  and  Sen.  Quentin  Burdick  of 
North  Dakota. 

Momentum  grew  behind  Wiley's 
campaign  for  a  National  Family  Week 
as  31  states  issued  Family  Week 
proclamations  in  1971.  As  a  result, 
President  Richard  Nixon  proclaimed 
the  week  of  Nov.  19,  1972  as  the  first 
National  Family  Week.  It  has  been  an 
annual  event  since  1976,  and  resolu- 
tions are  still  issued  every  two  years 
by  the  Legion  and  by  individual  states 
each  year  to  continue  this  special  trib- 
ute to  the  American  family. 

"Your  Legion  Post  should  help  cel- 
ebrate the  family  by  sponsoring 
National  Family  Week,"  says  National 
Commander  William  M.  Detweiler. 

Here  are  some  ways  to  observe 
National  Family  Week: 

Sunday  (Religious  Day):  Attend 
church  with  your  family  and  teach 
your  family  about  the  meaning  and 
importance  of  religion.

HANTING  incessantly 
and  shaking  aluminum 
cans  with  pennies  inside, 
the  highly  spirited  fans  of 
Post  346,  Miami,  Fla., 
cheered  their  underdog 
team  on  to  an  easy  9-0 
championship  victory  over 
Chino,  Calif.,  at  the  1994 
American  Legion  World  Series  in 
Boyertown,  Pa.

j4  Celebration  for^ll^ges

nN  AN  AGE  when  many 
Americans  believe  that 
patriotism  has  fallen  out  of 
fashion  and  the  sacrifices 
made  by  veterans  all  but 
forgotten,  a  group  of 
Texas  Legionnaires  are 
proving  that  —  in  one 
town  at  least  —  there's 
still  plenty  of  heart  in  the  heartland. 

The  town:  Mineral  Wells.  Popula- 
tion: 14,870.  The  location:  west  of 
Fort  Worth,  east  of  the  Brazos  and 


deep  in  the  heart  of  Texas. 

There,  each  year  at  1 1  a.m.  on  the 
11th  day  of  November,  months  of 
planning  and  coordination  between 
American  Legion  Post  75  and  the 
Mineral  Wells  Independent  School 
District  take  shape  as  2,000  elemen- 
tary school  kids  file  into  the  high 
school  stadium  along  with  hundreds  of 
families.  They  are  there  to  honor  the 
town's  veterans  and  teach  the  children 
of  the  sacrifices  made  in  defense  of 
their  country.  It  is  a  gathering  that 
binds  generations. 

As  they  step  off  the  buses,  each 
child  is  given  a  small  U.S.  Flag,  cour- 
tesy of  Post  75.  Escorted  by 
high  school  volunteers,  they 
take  their  seats  in  the  grand- 
stand, flags  in  hand. 

They  are  ready  for  the 
fun  of  watching  older  stu- 
dents in  the  band,  choir  and 
drill  teams  perform  patriotic 
songs.  They  are  ready  to  see 
the  third  graders  work 
magic  with  a  grounded 
parachute  —  turning  it  now 
into  a  mushroom,  now  into

a  mountain,  now  into  a  giant  spider. 
They  are  also  ready  for  the  communal 
warmth  of  joining  in  prayer  and  song. 

Attentive  beyond  their  years,  they 
listen  to  guest  speakers  outline  the 
importance  of  Veterans  Day  and 
eagerly  await  the  boom  of  Post  75 's 
ceremonial  cannon  —  not  loud  enough 
perhaps  to  be  heard  round  the  world, 
but  certainly  up  to  the  task  of  com- 
manding little  hands  to  cover  ears. 

"I  was  impressed,"  said  Waggoner 
Carr,  last  year's  guest  speaker  and  past 
Texas  American  Legion  Department 
Commander.  "They  filled  the  stadium 
up  for  that  small  town." 

Carr,  former  speaker  of  the  state 
House  of  Representatives  and  state 
Attorney  General,  is  now  a  private 
attorney.  "The  whole  community  spirit 
is  contagious,"  he  said.  "I  attribute  it 
to  the  respect  Post  75  has  in  Mineral 
Wells  and  the  surrounding  area." 

Stephanie  Wilson  was  equally 
impressed.  A  1994  Mineral  Wells 
High  School  graduate  now  attending 
Angelo  State  University,  she  has  wit- 
nessed the  Veterans  Day  ceremony  as 
both  grade-school  student  and  volun- 
teer high-school  chaperon.  "I  remem- 
ber going  when  I  was  young,"  she 
says.  "It  was  such  a  big  deal  to  go  and 
be  able  to  be  there." 

As  a  chaperon,  she  has  seen  the 
same  excitement  in  her  little  charges. 
"They  have  this  look  on  their  faces," 
Wilson  says.  "They  listen,  they  really 
want  to  know  what's  going  on." 

She  believes  the  event  is  not  only 
good  for  the  children,  but  for  the 
whole  town  as  well. 

Carla  Narcomey  agrees.  "We  say 
the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  every  day  at 
our  school,"  says  the  grade-school 
physical  education  teacher,  who  also 
choreographs  and  leads  the  parachute

routine  at  the  observance.  "But  this 
just  gives  more  emphasis  on  what  the 
Flag  stands  for." 

The  Rev.  Gary  Lindley  attended  the 
Veterans  Day  observance  for  the  first 
time  last  year  when  he  was  asked  to 
provide  the  spiritual  message.  "I  was 
moved  to  tears  to  see  all  of  those  kids 
and  having  them  experience  the  pride 
of  their  nation.  I've  served  in  Fort 
Worth  and  larger  communities  and 
have  never  seen  anything  like  it 
before,"  he  says.

PREJUDICES 


The  cultural  elite  in  television,  newspapers  and  magazines 
are  distorting  and  clouding  the  issues  with  their  one-sided 
news  coverage,  says  this  media  watchdog.

OSEPH  Goulden,  media  analysis  director  at 
Accuracy  in  Media  (AIM),  predicts  that  maga- 
zines' liberal  leanings  will  spell  their  death  by 
making  them  increasingly  irrelevant  to  main- 
stream America.  AIM  has  been  a  thorn  in  the 
mainstream  media's  side  ever  since  it  was 
founded  in  1969  to  combat  the  liberal  bias  it 
sees  infecting  the  nation's  airwaves,  newspa- 
pers and  magazines. 
The  self-described  media  watchdog  once  so  infuriated 
Washington  Post  editor  Ben  Bradlee  that  he  labeled  AIM 
founder  and  chairman  Reed  Irvine  a  "miserable,  carping, 
retromingent  vigilante."  To  AIM,  that  was  high  praise 
indeed,  coming  from  a  newspaper  that  it  sees  as  one  of  the 
standard  bearers  of  left-wing  bias. 

Goulden  —  a  winner  of  a  1971  National  Magazine 
Award  and  the  author  of  16  books  —  is  dismayed  by  the 
prejudices  he  thinks  distort  major  magazines'  coverage  of 
issues  like  gay  rights  and  the  environment.  Goulden  was 
interviewed  by  Lome  Manly  of  Folio:  magazine,  from 
which  this  is  reprinted  with  permission. 

QUESTION:  In  your  book  on  The  Saturday  Evening 
Post,  you  discussed  the  changes  in  American  society 
that  contributed  to  that  magazine's  death  in  the  1960s. 
What  effects  are  today's  trends  having  on  American 
magazines  and  journalism? 

Joseph  Goulden:  I  hate  to  say  this  because  I've 

admired  both  Time  and  Newsweek  over  the  years,  but  I 
think  they  are  becoming  largely  irrelevant.  We  pay  very  lit- 
tle attention  to  them  at  the  office  because  they  simply  are 
not  that  influential  anymore.  The  networks  are  what  run  the 
media  in  America  right  now. 

The  newsweeklies  have  become  very  featureish  in  their 
approach,  and  the  writing  is  very  good.  But  are  you  going 
to  pay  $40  a  year  to  read  a  bunch  of  opinions  when  you

already  have  the  same  on  the  TV  talk  shows  and  the  op-ed 
pages  of  the  newspaper?  Time  used  to  be  known  as  an 
organization  that  would  break  big  stories;  I  can't  remember 
anything  of  that  nature  recently. 

Q.  But  people  have  been  writing  the  epitaphs  for  the 
newsweeklies  for  years  and  they  haven't  died  yet. 

A I  don't  want  to  be  pessimistic,  but  they  are  putting 
■  life-support  machinery  on  a  dying  subject.  The  heart 
can  take  only  so  many  shots  of  adrenaline  before  it  gives 
up.  Time  Warner,  of  course,  can  play  theirs  a  long  way  — 
it's  an  advertising  medium  for  them  as  well,  for  promoting 
Little  Brown  &  Co.  books  and  Warner  Brothers'  movies. 

But  I  think  that,  as  a  force  in  American  journalism,  their 
day  is  gone.  The  magazines  that  are  known  for  their  opin- 
ions —  The  Nation,  The  Progressive  — are  known  because 
of  the  personality  of  an  editor  and  a  certain  political  view 
that  they  espouse.  U.S.  News  &  World  Report  has  carved 
out  more  of  a  niche  with  its  focus  on  news  you  can  use  and 
personal  finance. 

Q.  Do  you  think  all  magazines  are  doomed  to  the  same 
irrelevance  that  you  predict  for  Time  and  Newsweek? 

A I  think  the  reader's  attention  is  fragmented  —  we  have 
■  so  many  sources  of  information  —  and  I  think  more 
and  more  people  are  looking  for  specialized  magazines.  I'll 
give  you  an  example: 

I'm  a  stock-car  racing  nut.  Now  if  The  New  York  Times 
or  The  Washington  Post  give  two  paragraphs  to  a  stock-car 
race,  that's  a  big  event.  So,  I  subscribe  to  a  magazine  that 
covers  NASCAR  racing,  Winston  Cup  Scene.  I  go  through 
every  damn  page  of  it,  including  the  ads. 

I  also  happen  to  have  an  interest  in  mercenary  warfare, 
tourism  and  low-intensity  conflict.  So,  I  read  Soldier  of 
Fortune.  They  report  on  it  at  a  depth  you  don't  find  any- 
where else.  I  can't  see  myself  spending  a  comparable 
amount  of  time  with  Time  just  to  see  what  [chief  political 
correspondent]  Michael  Kramer  happens  to  think. 
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0.  If  you  were  the  editor  of  Time,  where  would  you 
take  the  magazine? 

A I  would  really  shake  the  reader  down  to  his  socks. 
■  Give  him  something  that  he  is  not  finding  somewhere 
else  —  and  I  don't  mean  just  a  sensational  story.  I  mean 
the  sort  of  reporting  that  60  Minutes  does.  Or  I  would  find 
a  subject  that  really  turns  people  on  —  makes  them  mad, 
makes  them  excited. 

0.  What  magazines  do  you  think  do  that  today? 

A Victor  Navasky  of  The  Nation  occasionally  shakes  up 
■  his  readership.  The  magazine  has  a  lot  of  wit  to  it.  I 
think  Vanity  Fair  under  Tina  Brown  did  a  good  job  of 
shaking  up  people. 

Q-  With  many  cities  in  the  United  States  now  served 
only  by  one  major  daily,  do  you  think  city  and  regional 
magazines  can  become  more  influential? 

A Texas  Monthly,  I  think,  has  long  been  one  of  the  best 
■  in  the  genre.  Philadelphia  Magazine  used  to  cover  sto- 
ries about  which  journalists  would  say,  "Oh,  boy,  every- 
body knows  about  this."  But  they  would  go  in  and  spend 
time  doing  local  stories  and  they'd  do  it  very  well  —  sub- 
jects like  corruption  in  the  city  government. 

The  Washingtonian  simply  doesn't  do  anything  of  note. 
You  pick  it  up  and  you  get  a  story  about  the  101  best  ways 
to  peel  artichokes.  It  has  turned  into  a  service  magazine.  I 
don't  need  to  read  it.  I  know  where  to  buy  spaghetti  sauce.

EN  AUG.  6,  1945,  an 
American  B-29  slipped 
into  Japanese  air  space 
and  unleashed  the  most 
powerful  force  the  world 
had  ever  known.  History's 
first  atomic  bomb  leveled 
the  city  of  Hiroshima, 
killing  some  80,000  peo- 
ple and,  within  days  of  the  dropping  of 
a  second  atomic  bomb  on  Nagasaki, 
abruptly  ending  the  slaughter  of  World 
War  Q. 

Nearly  50  years  later,  the  same 
U.S.  veterans  who  once  saved  their 
nation  from  a  foreign  enemy  find 
themselves  grappling  with  an  entity

supported  by  their  own  government: 
the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

The  current  conflict  stems  from  an 
exhibition  scheduled  to  open  next  May 
at  the  Smithsonian's  National  Air  and 
Space  Museum  in  Washington,  D.C. 
The  exhibit,  titled  "The  Last  Act:  The 
Atomic  Bomb  and  the  End  of  World 
War  II,"  features  the  story  of  the 
Enola  Gay,  the  B-29  that  dropped 
America's  first  atomic  bomb.  The 
debate  focuses  on  the  broader  military, 
diplomatic  and  social  contexts  of  Pres- 
ident Truman's  decision  to  use  the 
weapon. 

America's  veterans  have  gone  to 
war  again  —  this  time  with  pens,  key- 
boards and  telephones  —  in  an  effort 
to  ensure  that  the  history  they  created 
in  the  1940s  won't  be  rewritten  in  the 
1990s. 

And  The  American  Legion  again  is 
on  the  front  lines  in  behalf  of  veterans. 

Newly  elected  National  Comman- 
der William  M.  Detweiler,  armed  with 


a  mandate  from  the  76th  annual 
National  Convention,  conducted  a 
laborious  line-by-line  review  of  the 
script  in  conference  with  the  director 
of  the  National  Air  and  Space  Muse- 
um and  the  exhibit's  curators.  He  and 
Legion  officials  now  are  reviewing  all 
related  materials. 

THE  Commander  said  specific 
instances  of  anti-American  bias, 
portrayal  of  the  Japanese  as  vic- 
tims of  American  aggression,  and  dis- 
proportionate displays  of  suffering  by 
Japanese  civilians  have  been  eliminat- 
ed. But,  he  said,  addressing  the  core 
issue  that  underlies  The  American 
Legion's  concerns  will  be  far  more 
difficult. 

"More  than  anything  else,  our  dis- 
agreements center  on  the  estimate  of 
numbers  of  lives  saved  by  the  use  of 
atomic  weapons  in  1945,"  Detweiler 
told  reporters  in  Washington.  "Was  it 
30,000  or  was  it  500,000  potential 
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ATOM  POWER

invasion  casualties?  Does  it  matter? 
To  the  museum  and  historians,  it 
seems  to  be  of  great  importance  in 
determining  the  morality  of 
President  Truman's  deci- 
sion. 

"To  The  American  Le- 
gion it  matters  less,  if  at  all. 
The  use  of  the  weapon 
against  a  brutal  and  ruthless 
aggressor  to  save  30,000 
American  lives  was  as 
morally  justifiable  as  to  use 
it  to  save  500,000  lives. 

"It  is  our  view  that  for  any  govern- 
ment with  the  means  to  end  the 
slaughter  on  both  sides  —  and  I 
repeat,  both  sides  —  not  to  use  those 
means  would  be  morally  indefensi- 
ble." 

With  the  daunting  task  of  review- 
ing more  than  500  pages  of  text  and 
exhibits,  a  question  many  veterans  are 
asking  is  "how  did  it  come  to  this?" 

The  responsibility  lies  with  the

curators  of  the  exhibit, 
whose  prose  in  some 
instances  belies  a  philo- 
sophical bent.  In  other 
areas,  the  script  assumes  an  unreason- 
ably high  level  of  understanding  of  the 
history  of  World  War  II  on  the  part  of 
visitors.  In  still  other  areas,  it  ignores 
the  human  aspect  of  men  at  war. 

The  firestorm  was  ignited  by  such 
blunders  and  misstatements  in  the 
original  script  as: 

•  Stating,  "For  most  Americans, 
this  war  was  fundamentally  different 
than  the  one  waged  against  German 
and  Italy  —  it  was  a  war  of 
vengeance;  for  most  Japanese,  it  was  a 
war  to  defend  their  unique  culture 
against  Western  Imperialism." 

•  Summarizing  the  attack  on  Pearl 
Harbor  in  half  a  sentence,  with  far 
more  space  being  devoted  to  anti- 
Asian  racism  in  the  United  States  and 
to  America's  devastating  strategic 
bombing  campaign  in  Tokyo. 

•  Summarizing  in  only  six  sen- 
tences Japan's  innumerable  misdeeds 
between  1931  and  1941,  while  devot- 
ing far  greater  space  to  one  of  the 
Smithsonian's  pet  topics,  strategic 
bombing  —  particularly  by  the  United 
States. 

•  Portraying  Japan  as  a  nation  of 
defenders  rather  than  aggressors:  "The 
Japanese  people  waited  in  their  island 
fortress,  prepared  to  repulse  the  enemy 
on  the  beaches.  But  their  deteriorating 
situation  was  increasingly  undermin- 
ing their  power  to  resist." 

•  Ignoring  the  sacrifices  of  U.S.  cit- 


izens. The  script  said  Americans  grew 
weary  of  war  because  "they  longed 
for... the  realization  of  their  deferred 
dreams  of  material  prosperity." 

•  Using  a  preponderance  of  quota- 
tions that  made  the  Japanese  sound 
heroic  and  the  Americans  sound  bar- 
baric. Typical  was  the  contrast 
between  the  words  of  a  kamikaze 
pilot:  "Without  regard  for  life  or 
name,  a  samurai  will  defend  his  home- 
land" and  those  of  a  U.S.  Army  gener- 
al: "We'll. ..set  the  paper  cities  of 
Japan  on  fire.  There  won't  be  any  hes- 
itation about  bombing  civilians." 

•  Attributing  prolonging  of  the  war 

to  President  Truman  because 
he  did  not  mention  the 
Emperor  when  he  responded 
to  Japanese  efforts  for  a  con- 
ditional surrender. 

While  these  and  similar 
statements  have  been  re- 
moved from  the  latest  revi- 
sion, dated  Aug.  31,  1994, 
and  many  more  remain  to  be 
excised,  thousands  of  WWII 
veterans  have  seen  enough. 
Outraged  that  the  historic  B-29 
superfortress,  Enola  Gay,  has  been 
linked  to  such  a  display,  one  veterans 
group,  the  Committee  for  Restoration 
and  Display  of  the  Enola  Gay,  has  col- 
lected some  10,000  signatures  on  a 
petition  requesting  that  the  Smithson- 
ian either  exhibit  the  aircraft  "proudly 
and  patriotically"  or  give  it  to  a  muse- 
um that  will. 

In  a  written  response,  Martin  Har- 
wit,  director  of  the  National  Air  and 
Space  Museum  (NASM)  said,  "I  am 
saddened  that  veterans  have  seen  it 
necessary  to  circulate  a  petition  asking 
the  museum  to  display  the  Enola  Gay 
'in  a  patriotic  manner'....  Do  veterans 
really  suspect  that  the  National  Air 
and  Space  Museum  is  an  unpatriotic 
institution  or  would  opt  for  an  apolo- 
getic exhibition?" 

In  a  word,  yes.  "We  believe  the 
Smithsonian  wants  to  use  the  Enola 
Gay  as  a  springboard  to  discuss  the 
morality  of  atomic  bombing  and 
strategic  bombing,"  says  Ben  Nicks  of 
Shawnee,  Kan.,  a  former  B-29  pilot. 
"And  we  don't  think  the  national 
museum  of  the  United  States,  funded 
by  the  United  States,  is  the  place  to 
discuss  this  question." 

The  American  Legion  agreed  with 
that  assessment.  In  an  Aug.  12  letter, 
then-National  Commander  Bruce 
Thiesen  told  President  Bill  Clinton

NUMBER  of  people 
and  veterans'  groups 
have  asked  me  to  com- 
ment on  the  subject  of 
the  Enola  Gay,  the  care 
afforded  her  by  the 
Smithsonian  Institution 
and  the  institution's 
treatment  of  the  atomic 
missions. 

From  my  point  of  view,  the  mat- 
ter has  been  politicized,  and  as  a 
result,  mishandled.  Those  whose 
business  it  is  to  create,  mold,  manip- 
ulate and  utilize  public  opinion  have 
done  so  as  a  matter  of  self-serving 
interest.  Consequently,  history  has 
been  denigrated.  The  Enola  Gay  has 
been  miscast  and  a  group  of  valiant 
Americans  have  had  their  role  in 
history  treated  shamefully. 

I  am  an  airman,  a  pilot.  In  1945, 
I  was  wearing  the  uniform  of  the 
U.S.  Army  Air  Forces  and  following 
the  orders  of  our  commander-in- 
chief.  I  recruited,  trained  and  led  the 
members  of  the  509th  Composite 
Bomb  Group.  We  had  a  mission. 
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PEACEKEEPER— 

Tibbets  in  front  of 
Bock's  Car,  which 
dropped  the 
A-bomb  on 
Nagasaki:  "We 
no  apology." 


Quite  simply,  that  mission  was  to 
deliver  special  weapons  that  would 
hopefully  bring  about  the  end  of 
World  War  II. 

As  for  the  missions  flown 
against  Japan  on  the  6th  and  9th  of 
August,  1945,  I  would  remind  you, 
we  were  at  war.  Our  job  was  to  win. 
Once  the  targets  were  named  and 
presidential  approval  received,  we 
were  to  deliver  the  weapons  as 
expeditiously  as  possible,  consistent 
with  good  tactics.  The  objective 
was  to  stop  the  fighting,  thereby 
saving  further  loss  of  life  on  both 
sides.  The  urgency  of  the  situation 
demanded  that  we  use  the  weapons 
first  before  the  technology  could  be 


used  against  us.  During  the  course  of 
the  half  century  that  has  elapsed  since 
the  use  of  the  atomic  weapons,  many 
scribes  have  chronicled  the  flight  of  the 
Enola  Gay  with  nothing  but  descrip- 
tions of  the  destructive  nature  of  our 
atomic  weapons.  Few  such  narratives 
have  been  objective. 

Indeed,  I  suggest  to  you  that  few 
have  ever  attempted  to  discuss  the  mis- 
sions of  August  6th  and  August  9th, 
1945,  in  the  context  of  the  times. 

Simply  stated,  the  Enola  Gay  and 
the  509th  Composite  Bomb  Group 
have  been  denied  a  historically  correct 
representation  to  the  public.  Most  writ- 
ers have  looked  to  the  ashes  of  Hiroshi- 
ma and  Nagasaki  to  find  answers  for 


the  use  of  those  atomic  weapons.  The 
real  answers  lay  in  thousands  of 
graves  from  Pearl  Harbor  to  Nor- 
mandy. 

The  actual  use  of  the  weapons  as 
ordered  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States  was  believed  to  be  the  quickest 
and  least  costly  (in  terms  of  lives  lost) 
way  to  stop  the  killing.  I  carried  out 
those  orders  with  the  loyal  support  of 
the  men  of  the  509th  Composite 
Bomb  Group  and  the  U.S.  military  at 
large.  Our  sworn  duty  was  to  God, 
country  and  victory. 

Today,  there  is  a  debate  on  how  to 
present  the  Enola  Gay  and  the  use  of 
the  atom  bombs  to  the  American  pub- 
lic and  the  world  at  large.  I  have  had 
many  requests  —  many  appeals  —  to 
openly  voice  my  opinions  as  to  the 
Smithsonian's  proposal  and  depiction 
of  these  realities. 

Consequently,  I  suggest  that  the 
Enola  Gay  be  preserved  and  displayed 
properly  —  and  alone,  for  all  the 
world  to  see.  She  should  be  presented 
as  a  peacekeeper  and  as  the  harbinger 
of  a  cold  war  kept  from  going  "hot." 
The  Enola  Gay  and  her  sister  ship, 
Bock's  Car,  should  be 
remembered  in  honor  of  the 
scientists  who  harnessed  the 
power  of  the  atom  for  the 
good  of  mankind.  The  talents 
and  skills  of  those  men  and 
women  gave  us  the  means  to 
use,  regulate  and  control 
atomic  energy.  Such  notable 
positive  contributions  are 
worthy  of  Smithsonian  recognition. 

The  Enola  Gay  has  become  a  sym- 
bol to  different  groups  for  one  reason 
or  another.  I  suggest  that  she  be  pre- 
served and  given  her  place  in  the  con- 
text of  the  times  in  which  she  flew. 

For  decades  she  has  been  relegated 
to  a  storage  facility.  Her  place  in  histo- 
ry has  been  dealt  with  unfairly  by  those 
who  decry  the  inhumanity  of  the 
August  6th  mission.  There  is  no 
humanity  in  warfare.  The  job  of  the 
combatants,  the  families,  the  diplomats 
and  factory  workers  is  to  win. 

For  decades  the  Enola  Gay  has 
been  in  pieces.  During  this  same  period 
the  subject  of  the  atomic  missions  has 
provoked  a  flood  of  emotions.  Virtual- 
ly each  and  every  narration  of  the 
events  surrounding  the  flight  of  the 
Enola  Gay  has  delved  into  the  horrors

The  Battle  Of  The  Bulge 


Though  surprised  and  encircled,  American 
forces  stopped  Hitler's  fierce  counterattack.

IT  WAS  so  quiet,  so 
eerily  quiet,  they 
called  it  "The  Ghost 
Front." 

It  ran  for  80 
miles  through  the 
Hansel  and  Gretel 
forest  of  the  Ar- 
dennes in  eastern  Belgium  and  Lux- 
embourg. The  fighting  was  elsewhere 
in  December  1944.  Only  a  thin  line  of 
six  U.S.  divisions,  three  of  them  green 
as  shamrocks,  stood  sentinel.  War

seemed  so  remote  that  German  sol- 
diers regularly  snuck  across  to  visit 
relatives  behind  the  American  lines. 

Artillery  Capt.  Henry  Reath  was 
with  the  99th  Div.,  which  was  fresh  to 
the  war  and  had  been  at  the  front  only 
a  week.  When  Reath  sought  out  one  of 
his  forward  observers,  he  found  him  in 
the  second  floor  of  a  vacation  villa  in 
Losheim  just  over  the  border  in  Ger- 
many. The  observer  was  seated  in  an 
armchair  keeping  lookout  through  a 
picture  window. 

But  it  was  those  same  Ardennes  — 
considered  impenetrable  to  modern 
armor  by  the  French  —  that  Hitler 
stormed  through  in  1940,  conquering 
France  in  a  blitzkrieg  and  sending  the 
British  Expeditionary  Force  in  flight 
from  Dunkirk.  Now  Hitler  was  plan- 
ning to  do  it  again. 


Germany  at  long  last  seemed  beat- 
en. The  Allies  were  at  her  borders  on 
the  West,  the  Russians  on  the  East. 
Gen.  Dwight  Eisenhower,  Supreme 
Commander  of  the  Allies,  bet  Field 
Marshal  Sir  Bernard  Montgomery, 
head  of  the  British  forces,  five  British 
pounds  that  Germany  would  surrender 
by  Christmas. 

Germany  had  lost  upwards  of  three 
million  men  in  the  war.  Its  cities  and 
factories  were  being  bombed  around 
the  clock.  All  men  age  16  to  60  had 
been  drafted.  Slave  labor  from  the 
conquered  lands  of  Europe  worked 
and  starved  on  the  assembly  lines.

had  been  put  to 
work  in  an  electrical  plant.  The  home 
front  was  near  starvation.  But  if  any- 
thing, the  Germans  at  the  front  fought 
even  harder.  Now  they  were  defending 
their  home  turf — the  fatherland. 

Hitler  deluded  himself  in  believing 
that  a  sudden  German  strike  to  capture 
Antwerp  —  principal  supply  port  of 
the  Allies  —  would  prompt  the  capi- 
talist nations  to  join  forces  with  Ger- 
many to  annihilate  the  real  foe,  com- 
munist Russia.  His  hands  shaking  and 
his  legs  twitching  from  an  assassin's

bomb  that  July,  the  Fiihrer  outlined  his 
plan,  Herbstnebel  (Autumn  Mist),  to 
his  incredulous  generals. 

"If  we  should  reach  the  Meuse 
[river],  we  should  get  down  on  our 
knees  and  thank  God,"  said  Field  Mar- 
shal Gerd  von  Rundstedt, 
the  old  Prussian  named 
to  head  the  offensive. 
"This  damn  thing  doesn't 
have  a  leg  to  stand  on," 
said  pro-Nazi  Field  Mar- 
shal Walther  Model  who 
would  hold  immediate 
control  of  the  battle. 
Both  spoke  out  of  earshot 
of  the  Fiihrer. 

The  forces  were  as- 
sembled in  great  stealth. 
Radio  communications 
were  forbidden,  voiding 


Britain's  Enigma  codebreakers  who 
had  long  been  reading  Germany's 
radio  transmissions.  Planes  flew  back 
and  forth  over  the  Siegfried  Line  on 
Germany's  border  to  muffle  the  sound 
of  trucks  and  trains.  Nature  also 
helped,  as  fog  cloaked  the  forest  daily. 
"It  was  like  being  in  a  glass  of  milk," 
said  one  GI.  "You  could  hide  an  army 
in  these  goddamned  woods  and  no 
bastards  would  ever  know  it,"  said 
another. 

That  was  just  what  happened  at 
5:30  a.m.  Dec.  16,  1944,  when

N  ENDLESS  river  of 
American  Flags  deluged 
Minneapolis  as  more 
than  1,000  Legionnaires 
streamed  down  Third 
Avenue  with  their  glorious 
banners  during  the  76th 
National  Convention. 
Called  the  "largest  mass- 
ing of  U.S.  Flags  ever,"  this  great 
patriotic  display  stretched  close  to  10 
city  blocks  and  was  the  highlight  of 
the  convention  parade. 

Marching  five  abreast,  the  Legion- 
naires, Auxiliary  members  and  Sons  of 
The  American  Legion  ignored  the 


fierce  gusts  of  winds  and  constant  rain 
that  fell  throughout  the  parade. 

"The  flag  means  freedom,"  said  Bill 
McDonald,  Post  21  Concord,  N.H.,  as 
he  stood  in  the  rain  Sunday  along  the 
parade  route.  "Why  else  would  people 
be  out  here  in  weather  like  this? 
Nobody  should  be  allowed  to  burn  the 
Flag." 

Minnesotans  are  familiar  with  such 
Flag  displays.  Since  1959,  the  Depart- 
ment's unit  has  been  carrying  U.S. 
Flags  en  masse  in  National  Convention 
parades. 

"I'm  proud  that  The  American

ments  showed  their  commitment  to  the 
campaign  by  contributing  to  the  Citi- 
zen's Flag  Alliance.  Delegates  reacted 
to  the  Department  of  New  York's 
$50,000  donation  with  a  gasp.  Contri- 
butions also  included  $1,000  from  the 
Department  of  Illinois  and  $6,000  from 
Fox  Associates,  advertising  representa- 
tives for  The  American  Legion 
Magazine. 

In  all,  more  than  $60,000  was  raised 
during  convention  for  the  Citizen's 
Flag  Alliance.  Although  he  wasn't  able 
to  attend  the  convention,  WWI  Legion- 
naire Frank  Anselmo  of  Post  95,  Quin- 
cy,  Mass.,  sent  a  $5,000  donation  with 
the  Department  of  Massachusetts. 

"Mr.  Anselmo's  contribution  is 
above  and  beyond  any  of  our  expecta- 
tions," said  National  Commander 
Thiesen.  "This  donation  says  how 
much  the  Flag  means  to  Americans." 

HISTORICAL  MILESTONES 

Minneapolis  is  steeped  in  Legion 
tradition.  This  year's  convention  was 
held  two  blocks  from  the  site  of  the 
Legion's  first  National  Convention  in 
1919.  Although  the  building  that 
housed  that  first  convention  at  1 1th  and 
Nicollet  streets  no  longer  stands,  there 
are  two  plaques  commemorating  the 
historic  site. 

Minneapolis  has  also  hosted  three 
other  conventions,  and  just  outside  the 
city  are  the  second  and  third  largest 
Posts  in  the  country  —  Post  435,  Rich- 
field, and  Post  25 1 ,  Robbinsdale. 

Thus,  it  was  fitting  that  at  this  year's 
convention,  Legionnaires  renewed  their 
commitment  to  the  founding  principles 
of  the  Legion  by  passing  Special  Reso- 
lution 419,  The  Minneapolis  Affirma- 
tion (see  Page  34). 

The  historic  convention  opened  with 
a  flourish  as  delegates  saw  "Through 
the  Eyes  of  a  Hero,"  a  30-minute  musi- 
cal and  dramatic  show  that  chronicled 
the  Legion's  75  years  of  service  to  the 
nation.  An  actor  portraying  Teddy  Roo- 
sevelt Jr.,  a  Legion  founder,  narrated 
the  seven  decades  of  Legion  accom- 
plishments. For  $9.95,  Legionnaires 
can  buy  a  VAS  video  tape  of  the  star- 
spangled  presentation  by  writing  to 
National  Emblem  Sales,  P.O.  Box 
1050,  Indianapolis,  IN  46206. 

Also  attending  the  convention  was 
George  Washington  Bentley,  96,  one  of 
the  four  living  Legion  founders.  A 
Minneapolis  resident  and  member  of 
Post  23 1 ,  Bentley  thanked  Legionnaires 
for  their  work  and  described  his  life  as 
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a  doughboy  and  the  bombing  of 
Europe  in  World  War  I. 

VA  CARE  FOR  VETERANS 

Like  those  first  delegates  to  the 
1919  convention,  Legionnaires  at 
the  76th  National  Convention 
demonstrated  their  concerns  for  the 
health  of  veterans  —  from  World 
War  I  to  Desert  Storm. 

Among  the  193  resolutions 
passed  was  Res.  82,  the  Legion's 
policy  on  Desert  Storm  Disabilities, 
which  calls  on  Congress  to  make 
Persian  Gulf  ailments  service-con- 
nected and  compensable. 

During  the  convention,  National 
Commander  Thiesen  called  on  dele- 
gates to  write  letters  telling  their 
congressmen  that  the  VA  health-care 
system  must  be  preserved  as  part  of 
any  plan  to  reform  health  care. 

"Too  many  quick-fix  health-care 
reform  plans  don't  even  mention  the 
word  'veteran,'"  said  Thiesen. 
"That's  not  right.  The  medical  needs 
of  27  million  veterans  shouldn't  be 
an  afterthought  to  reformers  in  Con- 
gress." 

Pledging  his  support  to  keep  VA 
an  independent  health-care  system 
was  VA  Secretary  Jesse  Brown,  a 
distinguished  guest  of  the  conven- 
tion. "No  more  questions  about  con- 
ditions that  are  not  service-connect- 
ed," Brown  said.  "Just  service.  Just 
medical  care.  And  that  is  as  it 
should  be." 

Brown  and  other  VA  officials  at 
the  Veterans  Affairs  and  Rehabilita- 
tion (VA&R)  Commission  meeting 
discussed  the  destruction  of  veter- 
ans' claims  files  by  VA  workers  that 
recently  was  revealed  by  THE 
AMERICAN  LEGION  MAGAZINE.  "I 
want  you  to  know  that  anyone 
caught  destroying  your  records  will 
be  prosecuted  to  the  fullest  extent  of 
the  law,"  Brown  said. 

Charies  Cragin,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Veterans  Appeals,  told 
VA&R  Commission  members  that 
VA  is  pushing  to  keep  the  attorney 
who  destroyed  veterans  files  from 
practicing  law  again.  "He  violated  a 
most  sacred  trust,"  Cragin  said. 
"Our  mission  is  to  put  veterans  first. 
He  put  veterans  last."

Washington,  D.C.,  the  exhibit  is  being 
prepared  by  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion's National  Air  &  Space  Museum. 
Titled  "The  Last  Act:  The  Atomic 
Bomb  and  the  End  of  World  War  II,"  it 
will  display  part  of  the  Enola  Gay,  the 
B-29  that  dropped  the  first  A-bomb. 

The  Legion  and  other  veterans  orga- 
nizations claim  the  original  scripts  for 
the  exhibit  were  biased  because  they 
portrayed  the  Japanese  as  victims  of 
U.S.  aggression.  (See  "Rewriting  Enola 
Gay's  History,"  Page  26.) 

"The  exhibit  is  biased,"  Thiesen  said 
at  a  press  conference  before  the  con- 
vention started.  "It  ignores  Japan's  pre- 
war aggression  in  the  Pacific.  It  casts 
doubt  on  American  motives.  It  cele- 
brates Japanese  heroism  and  ignores 


American  suffering." 

Representatives  from  the  Smithson- 
ian told  the  Internal  Affairs  Commis- 
sion that  the  exhibit  has  again  been 
revised  and  now  will  even-handedly 
chronicle  events  leading  to  the  bomb- 
ing of  Hiroshima. 

"I'm  not  going  to  tell  you  we  didn't 
make  some  mistakes,"  said  Constance 
Berry  Newman,  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tution's undersecretary.  Newman  cred- 
ited the  Legion  with  helping  to  get  the 
scripts  changed  and  said  on-going 
script  revision  is  not  an  unusual  process 
for  the  Smithsonian. 

"We  went  face  to  face  with  the 
Smithsonian  and  they  blinked,"  Nation- 
al Commander  Thiesen  told  a  conven- 
tion press  conference.  The  convention 


passed  Res.  391,  calling  for  the  Legion 
to  "review  all  materials"  related  to  the 
exhibition.  However,  the  resolution 
does  not  support  or  endorse  the  exhibit. 

POW/MIAS 

The  United  States  is  rapidly  moving 
to  normalize  relations  with  Vietnam, 
even  though  the  status  of  U.S. 
POW/MIAs  in  Southeast  Asia  has  not 
been  fully  resolved,  Sen.  Robert  C. 
Smith  of  New  Hampshire  told  conven- 
tion delegates. 

"The  only  business  we  ought  to  be 
doing  in  Vietnam  is  the  business  of 
finding  out  what  happened  to  our  men," 
said  Smith,  the  ranking  minority  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate  Select  Committee  on 
POW/MIA  Affairs.  "We  have  more

MIAs  who  have  not  been  accounted  for 
than  there  are  people  in  this  room,"  said 
Smith,  who  was  presented  a  Legion 
meritorious  service  citation  during  the 
convention  for  his  work  on  the 
POW/MIA  issue. 

In  a  special  POW/MIA  forum,  mod- 
erated by  PNC  Robert  Turner,  guests 
and  Legionnaires  discussed  the  status 
ofU.S.POW/MIAs. 

"It  has  become  evident  the  govern- 
ment cannot  be  trusted  on  the  POW/ 
MIA  issue,"  said  Carol  Hrdlicka,  the 
wife  of  a  missing  Air  Force  pilot.  "I 
don't  know  how  young  people  can  join 
the  military  today.  If  they're  captured, 
they  will  be  forgotten." 

Former  North  Carolina  congress- 
man, Bill  Hendon,  told  the  forum  that 


he  believes  U.S.  POWs  once  were  held 
in  an  underground  Vietnamese  prison 
system  after  the  Vietnam  War  and  still 
may  be  there.  "The  government  is  lying 
to  you  just  as  sure  as  that  rug  is  'lying' 
on  the  floor,"  he  said. 

Another  panelist,  James  W.  Wold, 
deputy  assistant  Secretary  of  Defense 
for  Prisoners  of  War/Missing  in  Action, 
said  he  welcomes  input  from  POW/ 
MIA  activists  and  family  members  of 
missing  men.  "As  a  lawyer  and  former 
prosecutor,  I  am  prepared  to  look  at  all 
the  evidence  on  POW/MIAs,"  he  said. 
Wold  said  the  Department  of  Defense 
employs  500  civilian  and  military 
employees  in  its  Joint  Task  Force  Full 
Accounting,  with  a  $100  million  bud- 
get this  year. 


"We  don't  send  our  guys  or  gals  into 
combat  without  them  knowing  we  will 
do  everything  to  bring  them  home," 
Wold  said. 

MUTUAL  HELPFULNESS 

In  addition  to  the  $60,000  donated 
to  the  Citizen's  Flag  Alliance,  conven- 
tion-goers opened  their  hearts  and  wal- 
lets to  help  others  by  donating  to  the 
National  Emergency  Fund.  Among  the 
more  than  $26,000  collected  for  the 
fund  was  $8,000  from  the  Department 
of  Pennsylvania;  $7,500  from  the 
Department  of  North  Carolina;  and  the 
Department  of  New  York  Sons  of  the 
American  Legion  gave  $1,500.  The 
Sourthern  Caucus  gathered  and  con- 
tributed more  than  $500  to  the  NEF  at

its  annual  breakfast;  and  Lydia  Pickup 
of  Post  19,  Renton,  Wash.,  gave  $1,000 
—  the  largest  individual  donation. 

While  at  the  convention,  the  Nation- 
al Emergency  Fund  provided  23  grants 
for  about  $23,000  to  victims  of  the 
Southeast  flooding. 

As  is  the  custom  at  every  conven- 
tion, a  blood  drive  was  held,  and  266 
units  of  blood  were  collected  from 
Legionnaires,  Auxiliary  members  and 
Sons  of  the  American  Legion.  The 
blood  will  go  to  help  170  hospitals  in 
four  states. 

Days  before  the  opening  of  the 
National  Convention,  two  St.  Paul 
police  officers  were  killed  in  the  line  of 
duty,  shaking  the  Twin  Cities.

VA  BACKLOG:  The  Board  of  Veterans 
Appeals  (BVA)  attorney  who  has 
pleaded  guilty  to  destroying  veterans' 
claim  files  will  never  practice  law 
again  if  VA  gets  its  way,  BVA  Chair- 
man Charles  L.  Cragin  told  the  Veter- 
ans Affairs  and  Rehabilitation  (VA& 
R)  Commission.  His  office  is  urging 
that  Lawrence  Gottfried  be  disbarred 
from  practicing  law.  "In  one  case,  we 
found  that  Gottfried  removed  70  pages 
of  medical  records"  from  the  files  of  a 
"World  War  II  veteran  and  ex-POW." 

Speaking  before  the  VA&R  Com- 
mission, John  Vogel,  VA's  undersec- 
retary of  veterans'  benefits,  praised 
the  Legion  for  working  with  VA  in 
developing  ways  to  deal  with  the 
backlog  of  claims  at  the  regional  level. 
Legion  officials  say  the  number  may 
reach  700,000  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
"We  believe  we  have  made  progress 
in  this  area,"  Vogel  said. 

IMPROVING  VA:  "The  Legion  has  a  part 

to  play  in  not  only  helping  us  save  vet- 
erans' health  care,  but  improving  it," 
VA  Deputy  Secretary  Hershel  Gober 
told  the  VA&R  Commission.  Gober, 
former  Adjutant  of  the  Department  of 
Arkansas,  asked  for  Legionnaires  to 
stand  behind  VA  and  help  make  sure 
the  agency  remains  intact.  "We  cannot 
afford  to  sit  on  the  sidelines  as  the 
national  health-care  debate  goes  on," 
he  said. 

HEALTH-CARE  REFORM:  "We're  working 

to  ensure  that  VA  is  protected  as  part 
of  the  overall  health-care  system,"  Dr. 
John  Farrar,  VA's  acting  under-secre- 
tary  for  health,  told  the  VA&R  Com- 
mission members.  Farrar  credited  the 
Legion  for  stopping  proposed  staffing 
cuts  at  VA  and  for  keeping  VA  alive  in 
the  fight  for  health-care  reform. 

JOBS:  The  Legion's  efforts  to  protect 
jobs  for  veterans  were  saluted  by  Pre- 
ston Taylor,  assistant  Secretary  of 
Labor  for  veterans  employment  and 
training.  "The  Legion  fought  for  veter- 
ans 50  years  ago  when  it  wrote  and 
supported  the  GI  Bill  and  veterans 
preference  in  hiring,"  Taylor  said. 
"And  your  organization  helped  join 
the  fight  against  today's  U.S.  Postal 
Service  (USPS)  plan  that  would  have 


demoted  veterans  in  their  employment 
and  forced  many  into  early  retire- 
ment." 

Taylor  told  the  Economic  Commis- 
sion that  the  Legion  helped  defeat  the 
plan  that  would  have  eliminated  veter- 
ans preference  in  USPS  hiring.

SBA  LOANS  .  "We're  trying  to  convince 
bankers  that  making  loans  to  veterans 
who  are  business  owners  is  a  good 
investment,"  said  Leon  Bechet,  direc- 
tor of  the  Small  Business  Administra- 
tion (SBA)  Office  of  Veterans  Affairs. 
Bechet  talked  to  the  Economic  Com- 
mission about  a  new  program  to  help 
veterans  who  are  entrepreneurs.  "Our 
micro  loan  program  is  designed  to 
help  people  launch  new  businesses," 
he  said.  Loans  to  veterans  would  range 
from  $7,000  to  $10,000  and  SBA 
would  match  the  bank  amount. 

NATO'S  STILL  NEEDED:  "The  North 

Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  (NATO) 
was  a  good  investment,"  said  NATO 
Assistant  Secretary  General  Robin 
Beard.  Speaking  before  a  joint  session 
of  the  National  Security  and  Foreign 
Relations  commissions,  Beard  said 
that  NATO  prevented  many  wars  and 
allowed  the  United  States  to  build  a 
trade  surplus  with  Europe.  He  said  that 
millions  of  American  jobs  are  the 
product  of  NATO.  Beard  said  that 
NATO  worked  because  of  American 
leadership,  and  that  it  will  not  survive 
without  it. 


KOREAN  WAR:  PNC  John  P.  "Jake" 
Comer  reported  to  the  convention  that 
the  Korean  War  Veterans  Memorial  is 
on  schedule  for  its  July  27,  1995,  dedi- 
cation in  Washington,  D.C.  "I  guaran- 
tee you  The  American  Legion  will  be 
the  largest  single  contributor  to  the 
Korean  War  Veterans  Memorial," 
Comer  said  after  accepting  a  check  for 
$357,000  from  National  Commander 
Bruce  Thiesen.  So  far,  Legionnaires 
have  given  the  memorial  a  total  of 
$613,004.02,  he  said. 

FEMALE  VETERANS:  Retired  Air  Force 

Brig.  Gen.  Wilma  Vaught  reminded 
Legionnaires  that  the  Women  in  Mili- 
tary Service  for  America  Memorial  still 
needs  money.  She  is  president  of  the 
foundation  that  is  planning  construction 
of  the  memorial  on  a  site  near  the 
entrance  to  Arlington  National  Ceme- 
tery. So  far  Legionnaires  have  donated 
$139,353.  Good  news  for  the  memorial 
came  in  the  form  of  a  $9  million  feder- 
al grant  for  restoration  work  at  the 
memorial  site.  Sales  of  commemorative 
coins  also  are  raising  funds. 

WOMEN  IN  VIETNAM:  "At  last,  the  men 

and  women  who  served  [in  Vietnam] 
are  together  forever,"  said  Diane  Carl- 
son Evans,  a  former  Army  nurse  in 
Vietnam  who  headed  the  project  that 
built  the  Vietnam  Women's  Memorial. 
She  said  that  Legionnaires  donated 
$135,000  to  the  $4  million  memorial, 
but  it  still  needs  $340,000  to  pay  off 
construction  debts. 

SPACE:  Former  "Top  Gun"  flight 
instructor  Vice  Adm.  David  E.  Frost, 
deputy  commander  of  the  U.S.  Space 
Command,  welcomed  Legionnaires  to 
his  "briefing  room."  Walking  down 
the  aisles  with  a  microphone  clipped 
to  the  collar  of  his  Navy  whites,  Frost 
addressed  the  National  Security  and 
Foreign  Relations  commissions  as  if 
they  were  a  group  of  pilots  about  to  be 
sent  on  a  mission.

mer agent  with  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  (INS),  an 
agency  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Jus- 
tice. He  told  the  Americanism  Com- 
mission that  stopping  the  flow  of  ille- 
gal immigrants  would  help  stop  the 
flow  of  drugs.  "We've  lost  control  of 
our  borders,"  he  said.

PROBE  MAY  HELP  VETERANS'  FAMILIES 


ETERANS'  families  suffering  with  birth 

y defects  and  other  reproductive  problems  have 
prompted  a  Congressional  investigation  to 
determine  if  their  problems  are  linked  to  expo- 
sure to  radiation,  Agent  Orange  and  other  toxic 

substances. 

A  panel  of  scientific  experts,  appointed  by  West  Virginia 
Sen.  Jay  Rockefeller  and  Minnesota  Sen.  Paul  Wellstone, 
will  determine  if  there  is  enough  evidence  to  warrant  a  sci- 
entific study. 

The  investigation  comes  on  the  heels  of  emotional  testi- 
mony given  by  veterans  and  their  families  during  a  hearing 
before  the  Senate  Veterans  Affairs  Committee  last  summer. 
The  General  Accounting  Office  supported  that  testimony 
with  its  own  report  to  Sen.  Rockefeller. 

It  said  the  Department  of  Defense  did  "virtually  nothing" 
to  warn  Persian  Gulf  veterans  about  potential  dangers  to 
their  reproductive  health  posed  by  service  in  the  Gulf. 

"The  American  Legion  has  believed  for  years  that  there 
is  a  direct  link  between  birth  defects  and  radiation,  and 
there  is  strong  evidence  indicating  a  similar  relationship 


between  birth  defects  and  toxic  chemicals  such  as  Agent 
Orange,"  said  Chet  Stellar,  chairman  of  the  Legion's  Veter- 
ans Affairs  and  Rehabilitation  Commission.  "This  is  the 
first  time  the  government  has  seriously  addressed  the 
issue." 

If  the  panel  concludes  there  is  a  relationship,  other  hurdles 
must  still  be  crossed  before  affected  family  members  could 
be  helped  by  VA.  Currently,  regulations  prohibit  VA  from 
treating  veterans'  families,  except  in  rare  circumstances. 

The  argument  for  linking  birth  defects  to  some  aspects  of 
military  service  was  strengthened  by  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency's  (EPA)  latest  review  of  dioxin  in  Sep- 
tember. EPA  concluded  that  exposure  to  dioxin  may  result 
in  a  number  of  non-cancer  related  problems,  including 
embryo  development,  reproductive  difficulties  and  immune 
system  suppression.  Dioxin  is  the  key  element  found  in 
defoliants  such  as  Agent  Orange,  which  is  already  linked  to 
nine  cancers. 

Rockefeller,  who  chairs  the  Senate  Veterans  Affairs 
Committee,  said  that  if  the  panel  recommends  a  scientific 
study,  he  will  introduce  legislation  this  year  to  fund  it. 


Disability  Checks 

Currently,  when  a  disabled  Ameri- 
can veteran  dies,  the  spouse  has  to 
return  the  final  month's  government 
disability  check,  even  if  the  veteran 
dies  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  This 
requirement  would  stop  if  HR  4088, 
introduced  by  Florida  Rep.  Tom 
Lewis  and  passed  by  the  House,  has 
similar  support  in  the  Senate. 

The  bill  applies  only  to  those  veter- 
ans who  die  from  causes  other  than 
their  service-connected  disabilities. 
HR  4088  would  allow  their  spouses  to 
keep  the  final  checks,  but  does  not 
make  the  change  retroactive. 

Under  provisions  of  the  bill,  surviv- 
ing spouses  of  veterans  who  die 
directly  from  their  disabilities  would 
still  be  required  to  return  the  final 
month's  check,  since  they  are  eligible 
for  dependency  and  indemnity  com- 
pensation. 

Gays  Not  Dunned 

The  Department  of  Defense  (DoD) 
has  announced  it  will  not  try  to  recoup 
education  money  paid  to  Reserve  Offi- 
cers' Training  Corps  (ROTC)  candi- 
dates who  do  not  complete  their  tour 
of  duty  requirements  after  declaring 


themselves  homosexuals. 

This  is  a  major  change  from  previ- 
ous policy  that  required  ROTC  candi- 
dates in  all  branches  of  the  service  to 
reimburse  the  government  if  they 
failed  to  complete  their  military  oblig- 
ations after  receiving  scholarships  and 
income.  This  new  policy  does  not 
apply  to  the  service  academies,  DoD 
officials  said. 

Under  the  old  rules,  students  were 
asked  directly  before  they  signed  up 
for  ROTC  whether  or  not  they  were 
homosexual.  Under  the  government's 
new  policy  of  "don't  ask,  don't  tell," 
this  question  cannot  be  asked. 

Under  the  new  rules,  which  also 
affect  re-enlistment  bonuses  for  enlist- 
ed personnel,  funds  could  be  recouped 
if  candidates  were  found  guilty  of  mis- 
conduct, or  if  the  government  could 
prove  that  students  announced  their 
homosexuality  to  avoid  their  military 
obligations. 

The  average  amount  of  money  an 
ROTC  student  receives  in  scholarships 
and  income  during  four  years  of 
school  is  approximately  $40,000. 

Louisiana  Bonuses 

Residents  of  Louisiana  who  served 
in  the  Merchant  Marine  during  World 


War  II  and  Louisiana  veterans  who 
served  during  Desert  Shield/Desert 
Storm  are  eligible  for  a  $250  bonus 
from  the  state. 

In  addition,  survivors  of  Persian 
Gulf  veterans  from  Louisiana  who 
died  because  of  their  service  in  the 
Gulf  are  eligible  for  a  $1,000  bonus. 

The  bonus  for  the  merchant  seamen 
is  limited  to  those  who  honorably 
served  from  Sept.  16,  1940,  through 
July  25,  1947,  and  who  were  granted 
veteran  status  by  one  of  the  military 
services.  Surviving  spouses  of  mer- 
chant seamen  may  also  be  eligible  for 
the  bonus.  Deadline  for  filing  is  July 
1,  1999. 

Desert  Storm/Desert  Shield  veter- 
ans who  served  in  the  Gulf,  or  their 
surviving  spouse,  and  are  residents  of 
Louisiana  also  are  eligible  for  a  state 
bonus.  The  veterans  must  have 
received  the  Southwest  Asia  Service 
Medal  and  served  between  Aug.  2, 
1990,  and  April  1 1,  1991.  Deadline  for 
filing  is  April  11,  1996.

why  The  American  Legion  was 
opposed  to  the  exhibit. 

"The  preponderance  of  visual  mate- 
rial, personal  perspectives  and  descrip- 
tive narrative,  taken  as  a  whole, 
prompts  the  unmistakable  conclusion 
that  America's  enemy  in  the  latter  days 
of  World  War  II 
was  defeated  and 
demoralized,  ulti- 
mately the  victim 
of  racism  and  re- 
venge, rather  than 
a  ruthless  aggres- 
sor whose  expan- 
sionist aims  and 
war  fervor  yielded 
more  than  a  dec- 
ade of  horror  and 
death  for  millions 
of  the  world's 
people,"  he  wrote. 

The  firestorm 
over  the  exhibit 
was  further  fueled 
by  the  decades- 
long  neglect  the 
Enola  Gay  suf- 
fered at  the  hands  of  the  Smithsonian. 
The  aircraft's  final  flight  was  piloted 
by  the  atomic  mission  commander, 
then-Col.  Paul  W.  Tibbets,  Jr.,  who 
delivered  the  fully  operational  B-29 
into  the  museum's  custody  in  1949. 
The  airplane  was  expected  to  be 
restored  and  displayed  in  the  Air  and 
Space  Museum,  but  neither  occurred. 

IN  1953,  the  Enola  Gay  was  parked 
in  a  field  at  Andrews  Air  Force 
Base,  Md.,  where  it  spent  the  next 
eight  years  enduring  such  indignities 
as  theft,  vandalism,  severe  weather 
and  bird  droppings.  Finally,  in  1960 
and  1961,  the  Smithsonian  disassem- 
bled the  aircraft  and  warehoused  the 
parts  in  the  Paul  E.  Garber  Preserva- 
tion, Restoration  and  Storage  Facility 
in  Silver  Hill,  Md. 

It  remains  there  today,  still  in 
pieces,  largely  restored  but  as  yet 
unassembled. 

To  veterans  of  the  509th  Composite 
Bomb  Group,  from  which  the  Enola 
Gay's  crew  was  drawn,  and  most 
World  War  II  veterans,  it  was  a  pat- 
tern of  neglect  and  disinterest  that 
indicated  shame  and  denial  on  the  part 
of  official  Washington. 

Not  so,  argue  Smithsonian  officials.

They  say  that  a  shortage  of  dollars  and 
space  forced  the  museum  to  store  the 
massive  plane  —  with  its  141-foot 
wingspan  —  outside.  Regardless,  the 
Enola  Gay's  mistreatment  left  the 
museum  with  a  huge  credibility  gap 
years  before  "The  Last  Act"  was  ever 
envisioned. 

Nor  has  Harwit,  formerly  a  Cornell 
University  astrophysicist  now  in  his 
seventh  year  as  NASM  director, 
cooled  the  controversy.  A  1988  Wash- 
ington Post  profile  story  painted  the 
director  as  a  revolutionary  bent  on 
radically  changing 
the  Air  and  Space 
Museum,  and  his 
comments  sup- 
ported the  portray- 
al. Referring  to  an 
upcoming  show 
on  strategic  bomb- 
ing (the  targeting 
of  cities  instead  of 
military  sites), 
Harwit  said, 
"Essentially,  we'd 
like  to  have  the 
exhibit  as  a  coun- 
terpoint to  the 
WWII  gallery  we 
have  now,  which 
portrays  the  hero- 
ism of  the  airmen, 
but  neglects  to 
mention  in  any  real  sense  the  misery 
of  war." 

Meanwhile,  in  Smithsonian's  Air  & 
Space  magazine,  Harwit  noted  that  the 
Enola  Gay  would  be  "displayed  in  a 
setting  that  will  recall  the  history  of 
strategic  bombing  in  World  War  II.... 
We  need  to  ask:  How  effective  were 
the  raids  militarily?" 

Veterans  reacted  with  resentment 
and  bewilderment.  '"How  effective 
was  strategic  bombing'?"  Nicks  reiter- 
ates, sounding  incredulous.  "In  Japan, 
it  was  very  effective." 

Five  years  later,  in  1993,  the  veter- 
ans' worst  fears  were  confirmed  when 
the  Smithsonian  released  a  three-page 
outline  of  an  exhibition  to  commemo- 
rate the  50th  anniversary  of  Hiroshima 
and  Nagasaki.

HE  DOCUMENT,  which  evolved 
into  "The  Last  Act"  script,  pledged 
to  address  "the  widely  debated 
questions  surrounding  the  necessity 
and  morality  of  the  atomic  bombings," 
adding  that  visitors'  attitudes  would 
range  "from  a  dogmatic  belief  in  the 
official  explanation  that  dropping  the 
bomb  prevented  a  bloody  invasion  of 
Japan,  to  an  unshakable  conviction

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that  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  were  war 
crimes." 

"War  crimes"?  To  men  old  enough 
to  remember  Pearl  Harbor,  the  Bataan 
Death  March  and  the  rape  of  Nanking, 
the  phrase  cut  like  a  knife,  even  when 
attributed  to  visitors.  Nicks  voiced  his 
objections  in  a  meeting  with  Smith- 
sonian officials,  and  the  script  was 
revised,  excluding  expressions  such  as 
"war  crimes"  and  "morality." 

Former  aerial  photographer  W. 
Bun"  Bennett  Jr.  of  Northbrook,  111.,  a 
driving  force  on  the  Enola  Gay  com- 
mittee, contends  the  museum  should 
exhibit  the  plane  with  only  a  simple 
label  identifying  its  role  in  history. 

Smithsonian  curator  Michael 
Neufeld  disagrees.  "I  don't  think  you 
can  display  this  aircraft  with  no  label 
on  it  except  'This  is  the  plane  that 
dropped  the  first  atomic  bomb,'" 
Neufeld  says.  "It's  an  icon:  This  is  the 
symbol  of  the  nuclear  age.  And  it's 
clear  that  this  is  an  object  that  needs  a 
lot  of  context." 


But  the  context  is  precisely  the 
problem,  contends  John  T.  Correll, 
editor-in-chief  of  Air  Force  Magazine. 
His  analysis  of  the  original  script 
found  numerous  examples  of  imbal- 
ance, including  49  photos  of  Japanese 
casualties,  but  only  three  of  American 
casualties;  and  66  pages  on  Hiroshima 
and  Nagasaki,  along  with  13  on  Japan- 
ese casualties  —  but  only  four  pages 
covering  Japanese  aggression. 

THE  American  Legion  agrees  that 
more  balanced  evidence  of  suffer- 
ing on  all  sides  is  one  key  to  break- 
ing the  deadlock,  but  is  not  an  effec- 
tive measure  of  the  emotional  and 
philosophical  impact  of  the  exhibit. 

"We  didn't  get  into  this  because  we 
wanted  equal  depictions  of  suffering. 
We  didn't  get  into  this  to  trade  gore 
for  gore,"  National  Commander 
Detweiler  told  reporters  at  a  Septem- 
ber 21  conference.  "It's  the  overall 
perception  we're  concerned  about  that 
we're  asking  for  an  accurate  portrayal 
of  an  exhibit  that  doesn't  editorialize. 
We  are  demanding  an  accurate  por- 
trayal of  the  facts  as  they  existed  when 
the  decision  was  made  at  that  period 
of  time. 

"We  are  aware  of  recent  historical 
discoveries  that  appear  to  discount  the 


incredibly  high  estimates  of  potential 
casualties.  We  also  know  that  the  com- 
parisons used  to  arrive  at  the  lower 
estimates  are  questionable.*€ompar- 
isons  to  the  Normandy  Invasion,  for 
example,  do  not  take  into  account 
Japan's  vow  to  fight  to  the  very  last 
schoolchild  —  and  that  Japan  was 
organizing  and  training  to  do  just  that." 

The  debate,  according  to  the 
National  Commander,  is  inappropriate 
for  an  exhibit  which  purports  to  dis- 
play a  pivotal  event  in  history.  That 
debate  belongs  to  the  historians  and 
the  academicians,  he  said.  But  it  rages 
even  within  the  walls  of  the  Air  and 
Space  Museum. 

Smithsonian  administrators  seem  at 
odds  over  the  script.  "We  can  assure 
everybody  that  this  is  a  scrupulously 
honest  and  balanced  show,"  Depart- 
ment of  Aeronautics  chairman  Tom 
Crouch  said  in  April.  Yet  that  same 
month,  director  Harwit  acknowledged 
the  559-page  script's  unevenness.  In 
internal  correspondence,  he  wrote, 
"[A]  second  reading  shows  that  we  do 
have  a  lack  of  balance,  and  that  much 
of  the  criticism  that  has  been  levied 
against  us  is  understandable." 

The  veterans'  letter- writing  cam- 
paign has  prompted  Mississippi  Rep. 
G.V.  "Sonny"  Montgomery,  chairman 
of  the  House  Veterans'  Affairs  Com- 
mittee, to  question  Smithsonian  offi- 
cials about  the  exhibition.  "We'll  raise 
some  Cain"  if  it  isn't  balanced,  Mont- 
gomery vowed. 

In  A  March  30  letter  to  Smithsonian 
[secretary  Robert  McCormick 
I  Adams,  Kansas  Sen.  Nancy  Kasse- 
baum  suggested  that  the  institution 
give  the  plane  to  a  museum  that  would 
display  it  "with  understanding  and 
pride."  Adams  responded  that  the 
script  "has  been  carefully  scrutinized 
for  accuracy  and  balance  by  a  commit- 
tee consisting  of  some  of  the  nation's 
leading  scholars,  including  Dr. 
Richard  Hallion,  Chief  of  the  U.S.A.F. 
Center  for  Air  Force  History." 

But  when  asked  his  opinion,  Hal- 
lion  said  both  the  original  script  and 
the  first  revision  missed  the  mark.  "It 
has  come  a  long  way,"  he  says.  "They 
started  with  an  exhibit  that  was  an  out- 
right failure  and  have  taken  it  to 
maybe  a  'C'."  But  it's  still  unbal- 
anced, Hallion  says. 

The  Smithsonian,  which  draws  85 
percent  of  its  operating  budget  from 
the  federal  government,  can  ill  afford 
to  anger  Congress.  Already,  rumblings 
in  Congress  threaten  the  museum's 
funding.  Senators  and  representatives 
Please  turn  page 
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are  weighing  in  with  condemnation  of 
the  exhibit,  and  ominous  legislative 
pressures  loom  large  on  the  exhibit's 
horizon.  The  Legion's  stern  warning 
in  its  May  1994  NEC  resolution  con- 
demning the  exhibit  as  then  proposed, 
added  to  the  Museum's  problems: 

American  Legion  Res.  22  "strongly 
objects  to  the  use  of  the  Enola  Gay  . .  . 
in  an  exhibit  which  questions  the 
moral  and  political  wisdom  involved 
in  the  dropping  of  the  atomic  bomb." 
The  position  draws  force  from  U.S. 
law,  which  specifies  how  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  is  to  treat  military 
exhibits:  "The  valor  and  sacrificial 
service  of  the  men  and  women  of  the 
Armed  Forces  shall  be  portrayed  as  an 
inspiration  to  the  present  and  future 
generations  of  America." 

In  the  face  of  this  mounting  pres- 
sure, Hallion  notes,  the  museum 
formed  a  new  committee  to  redo  the 
script.  The  group  produced  yet  another 
revision  on  May  3 1 ;  however,  the  doc- 
ument failed  to  silence  its  critics. 


"The  revised  script  contains  a  num- 
ber of  commendable  changes,"  wrote 
Air  Force  magazine  editor  Correll  in  a 
review  of  this  reworking,  "but  the 
extent  of  the  revision  is  far  less  than 
we  expected....  It  is  still  as  partisan  in 
interpretation  that  I  believe  many 
Americans  —  and  most  veterans  will 
find  objectionable." 

EVEN  Tibbets,  the  mission  com- 
mander, recently  uttered  a  rare 
public  statement  on  the  proposed 
Enola  Gay  display,  calling  it  "a  pack- 
age of  insults"  in  a  June  speech  to  the 
Air  Force  Sergeants  Association  (See 
'"Our  Job  Was  To  Win,'"  Page  28.). 

Whether  or  not  the  Smithsonian's 
script  ever  becomes  objective,  Tibbets 
remains  unswayed  by  modern-day 
angst  over  his  mission  of  a  half  centu- 
ry ago.  "Those  of  us  who  gained  that 
victory  have  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of, 
neither  do  we  offer  any  apology,"  he 
said.  "The  million  or  so  of  us  remain- 
ing will  die  believing  that  we  made  the 
world  a  better  place." 

As  the  pressure  from  every  direc- 
tion continued  to  mount  on  the  Smith- 
sonian, The  American  Legion  Nation- 
al Convention  last  September  passed 
Res.  391.  While  withholding  final 
condemnation  of  the  exhibit,  the  reso-

lution  set  forth  a  number  of  conditions 
the  NASM  would  have  to  meet  in 
order  to  avoid  the  Legion*s  ultimate 
and  resolute  opposition.  The  continu- 
ing discussions  and  review  must  lead, 
according  to  Detweiler,  to  an  exhibit 
that  conforms  to  Legion  expectations. 

"We  want  this  exhibit  to  succeed, 
but  we  insist  that  it  be  accurate,  that  it 
present  the  service  and  sacrifice  of 
America's  veterans  as  the  legislative 
charge  to  the  Institution  mandates,  and 
that  the  role  of  the  Japanese  as  the 
cause  of  the  conflict  be  fully  detailed," 
he  says. 

"But  if  the  Smithsonian  cannot  pro- 
duce an  accurate  exhibition,  one  that  is 
faithful  to  our  broader  responsibilities 
to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  we 
will  have  no  choice  but  to  exercise  the 
options  available  to  us  to  actively 
oppose  the  exhibit,"  says  Detweiler. 

In  addition  to  the  on-going  line-by- 
line review  of  the  script  of  the  Enola 
Gay  exhibit,  Harwit  pledged  that  the 
Legion  will: 

•  Be  included  in  all  future  review 
and  commentary  on  script  revisions, 
and 

•  Receive  copies  of  all  articles, 
books,  video  tapes,  translations  and 
other  material  relating  to  the  exhibit. 

IN  addition,  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion has  begun  work  on  an  addition- 
al section  of  the  exhibit,  "The  War 
in  the  Pacific." 

Commander  Detweiler  and  his  rep- 
resentatives have  met  with  the  four 
former  Air  Force  and  Naval  officers 
who  are  writing  the  section.  NASM 
officials  also  have  assured  Detweiler 
that  the  exhibit  will  be  part  of  the 
main  exhibition  and  not  a  separate  one 
as  originally  intended.  They  said  it 
will  recognize  American  GIs'  sacri- 
fices in  the  war;  and  it  will  depict  the 
Japanese  aggression  that  led  up  the 
use  of  the  atomic  bomb  on  Hiroshima. 

To  their  assurances,  the  Comman- 
der has  responded:  "We  have  adopted 
the  old  Reagan  philosophy  of  'trust, 
but  verify.'  We  accept  their  assur- 
ances, but  we  want  to  see  them  in  their 
final  form."

In  the  wisdom  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  his  advisers  at 
the  time,  there  was  no  acceptable 
alternative  but  to  proceed  with  what 
history  now  knows  as  Special  Bomb- 
ing Mission  No.  13. 

To  those  who  consider  its  proper 
presentation  to  the  public,  I  say:  "Full 
Speed  Ahead!"  We  have  waited  too 
long  for  all  the  wrong  reasons  to 
exhibit  this  aircraft.  Too  many  have 
labeled  the  atomic  missions  as  war 
crimes  in  an  effort  to  force  their  poli- 
tics and  their  opinions  on  the  U.S. 
public  and  to  damn  military  history. 

Thus  far  the  proposed  display  of 
the  Enola  Gay  is  a  package  of  insults. 
Resting  on  an  arrangement  that  will  be 
shaped  like  a  cradle,  the  60-some  feet 
of  fuselage  and  forward  bomb  bay  — 
without  wings,  engines  and  propellers, 
landing  gear  and  tail  assembly  — 
makes  for  an  awesome  sight.  If  noth- 
ing else,  it  will  have  the  aura  of  evil  in 
which  the  airplane  is  being  cast. 

Those  of  us  who  gained  that  victory 
have  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of;  neither 
do  we  offer  any  apology.  The  million 
of  us  remaining  will  die  believing  we 
made  the  world  a  better  place  because 
of  our  efforts  to  secure  peace  that  has 
held  for  almost  50  years.  □

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250,000  white-clad  Germans  stormed 
out  of  the  fog  and  snow.  They  came 
with  2,567  tanks  and  assault  guns. 

The  initial  blow  struck  the  raw 
106th  Div.  head  on  and  sent  it  reeling. 
Soon  8,000  GIs  were  surrounded  and 
forced  to  surrender,  the  largest  capture 
of  U.S.  troops  of  the  war,  other  than 


Bataan.  But  others  held  firm.  Army 
engineers  operating  a  sawmill  dropped 
their  tools  to  set  up  a  roadblock.  A 
combat  team  of  the  7th  Armored  Div. 
under  Brig.  Gen.  R.W.  Hasbrouck  held 
out  for  five  vital  days  in  the  crossroad 
town  of  St.  Vith.  "Cumzieout!"  a  Ger- 
man yelled  as  he  hammered  on  the 
door  of  Capt.  Dudley  Britton's  com- 
mand post.  "Cumzieout,  hell!"  Britton 
shouted  back.  "What've  you  got  out 
there  that  I  want?  Cumzie-in,  Mac!" 

Germans  dressed  as  Americans  and 
driving  captured  jeeps  and  tanks  further 
confused  the  fighting.  Intimate  knowl- 


edge of  baseball  trivia  and  American 
geography  took  the  place  of  passwords 
to  determine  who  was  friend  or  foe. 
Gen.  Omar  Bradley  was  suspect  to  one 
sentry  because  he  insisted  Springfield, 
not  Chicago,  was  the  capital  of  Illinois. 

The  Germans  quickly  opened  a  12- 
mile  gap  in  the  American  lines  when 
Allied  airpower,  grounded  by  the 
weather  for  nine  days,  was  unable  to 
attack.  The  market  town  hub  of  Bas- 
togne  soon  became  the  focal  point  of 
defenders  and  attackers  who  raced  to 
get  there  first. 

"Ike"  had  little  choice  but  to  put  the 
U.S.  First  Army  under  Montgomery's 
command  to  compress  the  bulge  in  the 
American  lines.  As  one  GI  described  it, 
within  two  hours  the  Briton  was  in  First 
Army  headquarters  like  "Christ  come 
to  cleanse  the  temple." 

Eisenhower  asked  Gen.  Omar 
Bradley  and  Gen.  George  S.  Patton, 
head  of  the  fast-moving  Third  Army, 
how  soon  they  could  turn  90  degrees 
and  get  into  action.  Forty-eight  hours, 
Patton  responded.  "Don't  be  fatuous, 
George,"  Ike  replied.  But  in  one  of  the 
remarkable  maneuvers  of  the  war,  Pat- 
ton did  it.  "Root,  hog  or  die,"  he  told 
his  men. 

Meanwhile,  paratroopers  of  the  82nd 
and  101st  Airborne  divisions  were 
rushed  into  trucks  in  France  where  they 
were  getting  a  well-earned  rest  and 
preparing  for  a  Christmas  Day  football 
game.  The  101st  Screaming  Eagles  beat 
the  Germans  into  undefended  Bastogne 
by  five  miles  but  were  soon  cut  off. 
"They  have  us  surrounded,  the  poor 
bastards,"  said  one  U.S.  trooper. 

As  the  U.S.  guns  dwindled  to  10 
rounds  apiece,  the  Germans  called  on 
Brig.  Gen.  C.  Anthony  McAuliffe, 
commander  of  the  encircled  101st,  to 
surrender  "in  the  name  of  well-known 
American  humanity."  McAuliffe's 
reply  for  them  and  the  ages  read:  "To 
the  German  Commander/Nuts/The 
American  Commander." 

On  Dec.  23,  the  weather  finally 
cleared.  Allied  planes  flew  15,000 
bombing  and  supply  missions  to  Bas- 
togne. On  the  southern  hinge  of  the 
Bulge,  Patton  had  moved  250,000  men 
and  50,000  vehicles  in  a  week,  an 
unprecedented  achievement.  By  Dec. 
26,  Col.  Creighton  Abrams  had  20  tanks 
and  a  column  of  halftracks  just  outside 
the  Bastogne  perimeter.  Barracks  lore 
had  it  that  you  couldn't  serve  under 
Abrams  unless  you  had  killed  your  own 
mother  and  were  born  out  of  wedlock. 

"Let  'er  roll!"  said  Abrams,  and  the 
siege  was  over.

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from  where  the  attack  began,  the  Ger- 
man tanks  had  run  out  of  fuel  just  as 
Field  Marshall  Model  had  forewarned. 
Americans  under  Maj.  Gen.  Ernest 
Harmon  destroyed  88  German  tanks  in 
"a  great  slaughter."  Autumn  Mist  was 
over.  But  brutal  combat  was  not. 

After  the  Germans  murdered  98 
surrendered  Americans  of  Battery  B, 
285th  Field  Artillery,  near  Malmedy 
in  Belgium,  the  GIs  were  loath  to  take 
prisoners.  Pvt.  John  Fague  saw  60 
German  POWs  marched  over  a  hill. 
Later  he  saw  60  dark  shapes  in  the 
snow.  In  the  village  of  Bande,  the 
Gestapo  had  rounded  up  suspected 
resistance  fighters  at  the  start  of  the 
offensive.  Weeks  later  a  British 
Tommy  found  the  frozen  bodies  of  34 
of  them,  all  shot  in  the  neck.  In  their 
snow-covered  foxholes,  some  GIs 
stacked  frozen  German  bodies  over 
their  heads  to  ward  off  shrapnel. 

On  New  Year's  Day,  in  what  the 


GIs  called  "The  Hangover  Raid,"  the 
Luftwaffe  flew  a  last-gasp  attack  and 
destroyed  156  Allied  planes  on  the 
ground,  including  Montgomery's  per- 
sonal C-47.  But  300  German  pilots 
were  killed,  and  German  air  strength 
was  never  a  factor  thereafter. 

Eisenhower,  meanwhile,  was  furi- 
ous at  Montgomery's  delay  in  attack- 
ing the  Bulge  from  the  north  to  cut  off 
the  milling  Germans.  "Monty"  threw 
more  fuel  on  the  fire  by  writing  out 
orders  for  "Ike"  to  sign  that  gave 
Montgomery  the  authority  to  lead  a 
subsequent  all-out  attack  by  the  Allied 
armies  across  northern  Germany  to 
Berlin.  Eisenhower  almost  fired  the 
cocksure  but  slow-moving  Brit. 

But  Montgomery  held  a  self-serv- 
ing news  conference  in  January,  fea- 
turing the  pronoun  "I"  —  "I  employed 
the  whole  available  power  of  the 
British  group  of  armies  [bringing  it] 
into  battle  with  a  bang"  and  "I  think 
possibly  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  tricky  battles  I  have  ever  han- 
dled..." Patton,  whose  GIs  had  sup- 
plied the  bang,  and  Bradley  exploded. 
The  Bulge  had  been  predominantly  an 
American  battle.  In  the  snow  and 
chaos  of  the  Ardennes,  the  U.S.  citi- 


zen-soldiers had  come  of  age. 

Men  such  as  Sgt.  John  Bannister 
who  manned  a  machine  gun  in  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  a  riouse.  "Take  a  10- 
minute  break.  We'll  be  back!"  yelled  a 
German  as  he  ran  by.  "Go  to  hell!" 
Bannister  shouted  back.  "We'll  still  be 
here!"  Or  James  Hendrix,  one  of 
Abrams'  men,  who  single-handedly 
charged  two  German  88mm  guns, 
forcing  the  crews  to  surrender.  And 
the  colonel  who  called  in  cannon  fire 
right  on  his  own  position.  "I  might  as 
well  lose  my  head,"  he  radioed.  "I'm 
about  to  lose  my  ass." 

Prime  Minister  Winston  Churchill 
calmed  the  uproar  over  Montgomery. 
He  told  the  British  Parliament  it  had 
been  primarily  an  American  victory 
and  one  of  their  finest.  So  it  was.  □

school  district  for  supporting  it  and  the 
Legion  for  putting  it  together." 

The  man  who  puts  it  together  is 
Tom  Creighton,  a  former  state  senator 
who,  as  Post  Commander  in  1984, 
organized  the  first  Veterans  Day 
observance  with  the  help  of  the  school 
system  superintendent.  He's  been 
involved  with  it  ever  since. 

Last  year,  the  school  teachers  sur- 
prised Creighton  and  the  other  veter- 
ans attending  the  observance.  The 
finale  was  to  be  a  rendition  of  "God 
Bless  the  U.S. A"  by  the  school  choir. 
What  the  Legion  organizers  and  others 
didn't  know  was  that  the  schools  had 
taught  each  of  the  grade-school  stu- 
dents to  sing  the  song. 

When  "God  Bless  the  U.S.A." 
began,  the  veterans  and  the  choir  were 
drowned  out  by  the  sweet  voices  of 
2,000  flag-waving  children. 

"When  all  those  kids  got  up  and 
sang,  and  started  waving  those  flags 
—  I'll  tell  you,  there  wasn't  a  dry  eye 
in  the  stadium,"  Creighton  recalls.  □

Q.  Newsweek  ran  a  cover  story  on 
the  new  cultural  elite.  What  do  you 
perceive  to  be  the  biases  of  the  cul- 
tural elite  in  the  media? 

A I've  sensed  in  the  media  an 
■  obsession  with  the  offbeat  in 
American  society  rather  than  people 
who  just  live  ordinary,  work-a-day 
lives.  Propaganda  works  by  repetition. 
If  you  are  told  time  and  time  again 
that  every  white  male  is,  ipso  facto,  a 
racist,  chauvinist  pig,  that  becomes  a 
leitmotif  to  you.  If  you  are  told  that 
every  policeman  is  a  brute,  just  wanti- 
ng to  bash  a  few  heads  —  if  you  are 
told  time  and  time  again  that  the  only 
reason  corporations  exist  is  to  screw 
up  the  streams,  steal  money  from  wid- 
ows and  orphans,  and  put  out  shoddy 
products  —  it  becomes  accepted. 

Woodward  and  Bernstein  did  a 
good  job  of  reporting  on  the  Nixon 
administration,  but  I  fear  that  every 
young  reporter  who  comes  out  of  jour- 
nalism school  feels  that  the  way  to 
make  a  mark  on  America  is  to  be  a 
Woodward  or  Bernstein.  So  their  chal- 
lenge is  to  find  dirt  under  every  car- 
pet. I  was  at  a  seminar  for  investiga- 
tive reporters  and  editors  that  had  a 
workshop  called  "How  to  Find  Cor- 
ruption in  Your  Little  League."  Now 
this  is  pretty  picayune  stuff.  What 
kind  of  corruption  can  you  have  here? 
I  mean,  this  is  absurdity. 

Q-  What  kinds  of  biases  do  you 
think  magazines  display? 

A On  certain  issues,  opposing  voic- 
■  es  don't  get  heard.  For  instance, 
people  who  oppose  abortion  are  pari- 
ahs to  certain  journalists.  The  journal- 
ists simply  don't  recognize  that  this 
represents  a  significant  body  of 
thought  in  America — for  religious  and 
other  reasons.  They  are  uniformly 
depicted  in  magazines  as  just  raving 
kooks. 

A  second  point  has  to  do  with  a 
report  we  made  on  the  media  coverage 
on  the  gay-rights  march  on  Washing- 
ton last  year.  According  to  the  orga- 
nizers, the  theme  of  the  march  was, 
"We  want  to  be  a  mainstream  presen- 
tation, this  is  what  we'll  show  Ameri- 
cans in  their  living  rooms."  And  that's 
the  attitude  the  media  took.  The  media 
themselves  censored  out  what  the 
organizers  of  the  parade  could  not. 
The  organizers  didn't  want  Dykes  on

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Bikes  at  the  front  of  the  parade;  they 
put  them  in  the  rear.  They  didn't  want 
the  crossdressers  and  transvestites  in 
the  parade,  but  they  were  there. 

They  didn't  want  the  kooky  guys 
wearing  nylons  and  high  heels  and 
military  uniforms — they  were  there. 
But  the  mainstream  media  didn't  show 
them. 

Q.  Do  you  think  the  media — 
including  the  newsmagazines — 
made  a  conscious  decision  not  to 
show  those  groups? 

A Oh,  definitely,  if  you  are  in  the 
■  news  business  and  you  see  some- 
thing that  makes  you  blink,  right  in 
the  middle  of  Pennsylvania  Avenue  in 
front  of  the  White  House,  you  put  it 
on  camera  or  write  about  it. 

Q.  Some  would  argue  that  the 
right-wing  backlash  on  gay-rights 
issues  and  much  of  the  coverage 
shows  that  homophobia  is  the  last 
form  of  acceptable  bigotry  in  this 
country. 

Alt's  not  bigotry.  We're  not  asking 
■  gay  people  to  be  branded  and  dri- 
ven out  of  the  country;  we're  simply 
saying  that  if  you  have  a  public 
march,  a  public  demonstration,  you 
should  report  on  it.  If  a  conservative 
group  had  had  a  march  such  as  this, 
and  some  people  showed  up  wearing 
Nazi  uniforms  and  KKK  robes,  you 
can  bet  your  bottom  dollar  they  would 
be  on  the  nightly  news. 

Q-  But  are  KKK  robes  and  same- 
sex  cuddling  really  on  the  same 
level? 

A Well,  I  think  that  you  could  argue 
■  that  the  National  Man-Boy  Love 
Association  is  equivalent  to  the  KKK. 

Q.  In  your  opinion,  what  other 
issues — social,  political  or  econom- 
ic— are  the  magazines  of  America 
not  doing  a  good  job  of  covering? 

A We've  done  a  lot  of  reporting  and 
■  harping  on  what  we  see  as 
environmental  scare  stories — from 
acid  rain  to  asbestos  to  radon. 
Newsweek  this  spring  had  a  special 
insert  for  children  on  the  environment, 
and  we  found  seven  major  factual 
errors  in  four  pages.  That  was  intend- 
ed for  the  classroom.  Now  this  is  the 
sort  of  thing  that  shouldn't  be  tol- 
erated by  a  magazine. 

Here's  a  second  example.  General 
Motors  earlier  this  year  announced  a 
plan  whereby  their  plants  would  no 
longer  accept  any  packaging  from 
suppliers  that  could  not  be  recycled. 
They  would  no  longer  take  shipments 


in  wooden  crates.  If  you  send  it  into 
GM,  it  has  to  be  reusable  or  recy- 
clable. Think  about  that.  GM  has 
thousands  of  suppliers  around  the 
country.  This  has  a  major  impact  on 
industrial  America,  and  not  a  single 
major  media  outlet  has  reported  this 
story.  Now,  this  is  a  landmark,  a 
watershed  event  in  American  busi- 
ness. Time  and  other  media  outlets 
would  prefer  to  report  that  corpo- 
rations are  the  big  polluters  of  the 
world.  When  they  do  something  that  is 
a  major  positive  step,  it  isn't  men- 


tioned. To  me.  that's  bias. 

Q.  Some  of  your  critics  say  that 
your  organization  should  be 
renamed  Advocacy  in  Media,  that 
you  claim  to  want  fairness  and 
accuracy  when  what  you  really 
want  is  for  your  views  to  predomi- 
nate. 

A I  don't  want  a  conservative  press; 
■  I  don't  want  a  liberal  press.  I  just 
want  an  objective  press  where  a  citi- 
zen can  sit  down  and  make  up  his  own 
mind.  □
